Snow as Far Down as Atlanta, Ga., 
and “Worst Is Yet to 
Come.”

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 20.—The 
first hard freeze of the year nipped 
southern states from Texas to the 
Atlantic Seaboard today in the 
wake of cold rains. Temperatures 
ranging from 22 in Atlanta to 14 in 
Kansas City were recorded.

Fighting in Northeast Spain 
Confined to Artillery 
Units—Insurgents Make 
Slight Gains Near. Madrid

MADRID, Nov. 20. — The rebel 
stronghold, Zaragoza, was bombed 
by 35 Government airplanes today 
in retaliation for recent air raids 
on Government cities by insurgents. 

The fleet of Government planes, 
after raiding Zaragoza, attacked 
Fuentes de Ebro, 15 miles south- 
east of Zaragoza, which Govern- 
ment dispatches said was the new 
location of the insurgent army’s 


general headquarters. 

Flyers said they caused heavy 
damage and many casualties in the 
insurgent cities on the Aragon front. 

300 Killed Three Weeks Ago. 

The Air Ministry said nearly 300 
persons were killed three weeks 
ago when nine insurgent planes 
raided Lerida, a much smaller town 
than Zaragoza, which has a popu- 
lation of about 250,000. 

Insurgents on the front here, tak- 
ing advantage of clearing weather 
yesterday, struck at outlying Gov- 
ernment positions in the Brunete 
sector, about 15 miles west of Ma- 
drid, forcing Government soldiers 
to abandon positions recently occu- 
pied at Quijorna. 

The Air Ministry reports here also 
included an announcement that 16 
persons had been. killed and 37 
wounded in an insurgent air raid on 
Bujaraloz, 37 miles southeast of 
Zaragoza. 

Valencia was hit by a Mediter- 
ranean hurricane, which caused 
considerable property damage. No 
casualties were reported, but ship- 
ping was endangered, buildings 
were uproofed and trees were 
blown over. 

Artillery Fight in Aragon. 

Reports from Hendaye on the 
French-Spanish frontier said that 
bad weather prevented any impor- 
tant movements of troops on the 
Aragon front, although Government 
and insurgent artillerymen fought 
all along the line from Sabinanigo 
to Teruel. 

Insurgent dispatches quoted de- 
serters as reporting that the Gov- 
ernment was evacuating a number 
of Aragon villages in the face of 
artillery operations. 

A Barcelona communique said 
the principal attack by insurgent 
artillery was in the Zuera sector 
north of Zaragoza. Catalan gunners 
broke up insurgent concentrations 
at Casa Batanero in the Sabinanigo 

A dispatch from Salamanca, in- 
surgent general headquarters, pre- 


dicted that “certain Powers” in 
Europe and the Americas soon 
would announce recognition of 


Generalissimo Francisco Franco's 
insurgent administration. Only Po- 
land and Yugoslavia were mamed. 

Msg. Ildebrando Antoniutti, the 
Vatican’s representative in In- 
surgent Spain, arrived in San Se- 
bastian from Pamplona on an in- 
spection tour of Northern church 
dioceses. He was expected to pro- 
ceed to Bilbao, Santander and Gi- 
jon. 


ITALY TO CLOSE 5 CONSULATES 
IN RUSSIA BY SOVIET REQUEST 


Action Will Bring to 18 the Number 
of Foreign Offices to Be Closed 
Under Reciprocity Policy. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 20.—Five Italian 
consulates in Russia will be closed 
Jan. 20 at the request of the Soviet 
Government, it was announced to- 
day, bringing to 13 the number of 
foreign consulates shut down with- 
in a few months. 

The Italian consulates to be 
abandoned after diplomatic negoti- 
ations are at Leningrad, Kiev, Tif- 
lis, Novosibirsk and Batum, leaving 
only one Italian consular post, at 
Odessa. 

Diplomatic circles said that Rus- 
sia tried to effect closing of the 
Odessa consulate too, acting under 
a reciprocity agreement which pro- 
vides for recognition of equal num- 
bers of diplomatic representatives 
by the two nations. 

Russia has no consulate in Italy 
except in Rome. To equalize the 
situation Italy offered to rpceive a 
Russian consul in Naples. 

Consulates of Germany, Poland 
and Japan have been cut down re- 
ceritly by Russian action urfder the 
reciprocity agreement, 


TEXTILE MAN HELD

Arrest and Seizure of Doc- 
uments Announced Dur- 
ing Police Search for 
Leaders of ‘Hooded Ones’ 


MORE CACHES OF 
ARMS DISCOVERED 


Some of Seized Munitions 
of German and Italian 
Make — Public Build- 
ings Guarded. 


By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, Nov. 21.—(Sunday.) — 


Surete Nationale agents disclosed 
today the arrest of Jean Dominique 


Moreau de la Meuse, wealthy textile 
manufacturer and president of the 
Societe Textile Ardennaise, on 
charges of “association with male- 
factors.” 

The agents, seeking “higher ups” 
of a secret revolutionary organiza- 
tion, Sais de la Meuse refused to 
discuss whether he was implicated 
in any plot. 

He was arrested yesterday after a 
lengthy questioning. Surete offi- 
tials said they seized documents in 
a raid on De la Meuse’s Paris 
apartment. 

New caches of arms and muni- 
tions were confiscated in raids at 
Caen and Toulouse. 

Late last night the Surete Na- 
tionale announced it had seized 
seven machine guns and 37 cases 
which contained, in addition to 
arms, hand grenades and rifle 
cartridges. 

The cache was found in a villa 
near Noisy-le-Sec, northeastern su- 
burb of Paris. The villa, owned by 
the Noisy-le-Sec municipality, has 
been uninhabited for several years. 
Several officials of the suburb 
were questioned. 

Squads of mobile guardsmen 
were posted on highways leading 
out of Paris to watch the traffic 
for cars owned by individuals the 
Surete listed as suspects. 

Detectives were searching for 
“two foreign agents” in the Gov- 
ernment’s drive to unmask leaders 
of what appeared to be a plot to 
overthrow the Republic. 

Surete officials said the hunted 
men were employed by “one or two 
foreign Governments the names of 
which were not hard to imagine.” 

Police raids were made in near- 
ly every section of the country in 
the search for additional arms and 
munitions caches of the rightist 
revolutionary group. 

Enough stores of arms and am- 
munition to equip a small army 
were un¢overed in previous raids 
growing out of the Government’s 
investigation of “Les Cagoulards,” 
or “The Hooded Ones,” which was 
believed to be one section of the 
revolutionary movement. Police 
said many of the arms were of Ger- 
man and Italian make. 

Marx Dormoy, Minister of the 
Interior and head of the Surete Na- 
tionale, said the movement was di- 
rected by a secret revolutionary 
committee organized to seize pow- 
er by force. 

Surete officials stated the inves- 
tigation would continue indefinite- 
ly. Premier Camille Chautemps 
told the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday it had already disciosed a 
situation of “terrible gravity.” 

The investigation, they said, 
would be concentrated on the “men 
behind the plot and the origin of 
the money used to buy the guns.” 

Detachments of mobile guards 
were placed about Government 
buildings and streets nearby were 
watched closely. Police were re- 
.ported to have surprised four men 
inside the Ministry of War Wednes- 
day night. Only officials or per- 
sons with passes were permitted to 
enter the Ministry buildings after 
9 p. m,

SOVIET SCIENTISTS 
END SIXTH MONTH 


They Report Solving Riddle of 
Drift of Ice From North 
Pole. 


By the Associated Press, 

MOSCOW, Nov. 20.—Four Soviet 
scientists, cruising down from the 
top of the world on an ice floe at 
the whim of Arctic currents, today 
celebrated the passing of a half- 
year of their adventure. 

Pyotr Shirsov, hydrobiologist, 
wirelessed Moscow that the party 


had solved “the riddle of the (ice) 
drift.from the. North: Pole to the 
Atlantic,” which by. moving . “mil- 
lions of kilometers of thick, strong 


ice” is “one of the grandest phe-| 


nomena of nature.” 

The party landed by plane with- 
in a few miles of the North Pole 
last May 21. Since then, the ice 
fiela has been moving in a zig-zag 
course, but generally in the direc- 
tion of Northeast Greenland. Today 
the distance of the drift measured 
450 miles. 

“If the speed of the drift is not 
reduced, we may e®pect to reach 
80 degrees latitude (which em- 
braces Northern Greenland) by Jan. 
3,” today’s message said. At that 
point the drift would enter the so- 
called Eastern Greenland current, 
which flows south. 

“An icebreaker could easily ap- 
proach the ice floe in May or June,” 
the message said. The expedition’s 
director, Dr. Otto Schmidt, has in- 
dicated the party might be taken 
of: the floe in January. 

The temperature at the camp 
today was 20 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit.

IN DERAILED TRAIN 


Passenger Coaches Wrecked in 
Snowstorm Near Bluefield, 
West Virginia, 


By the Associated Press. 

BLUEFIELD, W. Va., Nov. 20.— 
TWo passengers weré killed, 53 per- 
sons were seriously hurt and 20 
others were slightly injured today 
in the wreck in a snewstorm of 4 
Norfolk & Western passenger train 
near here, Recovery of three of 
the injured was doubtful. 

Frank Booker, 35 years old, a 
Negro, of Williamson, W. Va., was 
thrown froma coach as it over- 
turned and was killed outright. 
Miss Georgia Clyburn, 61, of Bran- 
well, died of her ifjuries several 
hours later. 

Those in the most serious condi- 
tion are Irene Dunman, 15, of Elk- 
horn, W. Va.; Dora Lee Gammon, 
29, school teacher at Kimball, W. 
Va., and J. W. Dickenson, railroad 
employe at Bluestone, who was 
pinned under a coach for two hours. 

One coach, bearing a group of 
women and children, tumbled down 
an embankment to the edge of the 
Bluestone River, twice overturning. 


Cause Not Determined. 


Another passenger coach of the 
all-steel train and two baggage cars 
were sprawled atop the tracks. The 
cause of the accident was not de- 
termined. 

Rescuers worked in snow 
on icy embankments for two hours 
to extricate the injured. 

Locking hands, stretcher bearers 
toiled up icy inclines, carrying their 
burdens to ambulances and volun- 
teer passenger cars on the nearby 
highway. 

The train, en route from Colum- 
bus, O., to Norfolk, Va, had left 
the Bluestone powerhouse of the 
Norfolk & Western 10 miles west 
of here. Many of the injured were 
workmen returning from the plant’s 
night shift. 

Freed After Two Hours.

With the Government gone, with 


the civilian population fleeing to 


the hills, Nanking will be an empty 
prize if captured by the Japanese. 

But Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek, whose aids have declared 
China will offer a strong defense 
of the city, indicated today that he 
intends to put up a bitter fight 
outside Nanking’s walls. New 
troops from West China marched 
in today and joined reserve forces 
entrenched in the hills outside the 
city. 

Embassies to Leave Wednesday. 

It was learned in official circles, 
meanwhile, that embassies were not 
planning to leave Nanking until 
Wednesday. 

The exact plans of the United 
States Embassy were not received 


here but it was known that three 


gunboats were standing by to evac- 
uate the staff and archives when 
required.

Foreign observers have declared 
that political friction and military 
incompetence were largely responsi- 
ble for China's reverses. 

Expressing only praise for the 
bravery of Chinese troops, foreign 
military authorities criticised Chi- 
nese leadership for a fatal lack of 
co-operation and the breakdown of 
supply lines.

BERLIN, Nov. 20.—The press 
service “From Germany” said today 
that Reichsfuehrer Hitler had told 
Great Britain’s special envoy, Vis- 
count ‘Halifax, the German-Jap- 
anese-Italian triangle must be ac 
cepted as a factor in world affairs. 
Government Spokesmen gave assur- 
ances this source was “usually 
right.”

One result of Halifax’ visit was 
a formal] invitation to the German 
Foreign Minister, Baron Konstan- 
tin von Neurath, to visit England, 
although no date was fixed. Von 
Neurath had cancelled a previous 
visit scheduled for June 21, just be- 
fore he was to have left for London 

Halifax’ talks with German lead- 
ers seemed more and more to have 
been designed to thaw previous 
coldness to the British scheme of 
a general European settlement. Of- 
ficial overtures were expected to 
follow based on the more complete 
British understanding of Hitler's 
objectives. 

As the British envoy prepared to 
leave, the Government turned to 
preparation for an official welcome 
tomorrow for Hungarian Premier 
Koloman Daranyi. Daranyi and 
Koloman von Kanya, his foreign 
minister, will confer with Hitler 
and von Neurath. A Budapest dis 
patch said their talks might in- 
clude Hungarian rearmament and 
Hungarian-German financial rela- 
tions. 

Halifax returned to Berlin today 
with von Neurath, from Berchtes- 
gaden, Hitler's Bavarian estate. It 
was announced officially that he 
would leave for London tomorrow.

ROME, Nov. 20.—Premier Musso- 
lini tightened his grip on Italy’s 
new Fascist empire tonight in a 
series of swift administrative 
changes which presaged complete 
reorganization of the empire’s in- 
ternal affairs. He assumed the 
portfolio of Minister for Italian 
Africa—his fifth cabinet post—and 
linked Italy’s royal family more 
closely with the conquest of Ethi- 
opia by naming the Duke of Aosta, 
King Victor Emanuel’s cousin, 
Viceroy. 

Newspapers immediately hailed 
Mussolini, heretofore Duce of Fas- 
cism, as “the Duce of Empire.” 

The King was said to have hes- 
itated over the appointment of his 
89-year-old cousin as Viceroy be- 
fore the Ethiopian conquest was 
recognized officially by Britain and 
France, 

Aosta, an air corps officer who 
helped conquer Ethiopia, took the 
post of the veteran colonial warrior, 
Marshal Rodolfo Graziani, who has 
been in poor health since he was 
wounded in a native uprising last 
February. 

New Commander Likely. 

There were some indicationg that 
Gen. Ugo Cavallero, Fascist com- 
patriot of Mussolini, would be named 
military commander of Ethiopia 
and that Aosta would have only 
civil administration of the colony. 

Mussolini’s new African portfolio 
was taken from Alessandro Les 
sona, who was given the professor- 
ship of colonies in the University 
of Rome. Gen. Attilio Teruzzi, 
veteran of the Spanish Legion, was 
made first assistant. Mussolini al- 
ready held the ministries of inte- 
rior, war, navy and air.

An 
agreement was made with the man- 
agement, Garst said, that the union 
shop committee would work during 
the seasonal lay-off and that when 
production was resumed all old em- 
ployes would be called back to 
work. Johnson denies that any 
agreement existed. 

“The union discovered during the 
lay-off that company supervisors 
were endeavoring to form and spon- 
sor what might be called a ‘com- 
pany union,’ forcing employes to 
sign loyalty pledges, which stated 
that all the policies of the Ford 
Motor Co. met with the approval 
of the signer,” Garst’s statement 
declared. 

“When work started on the 1938 
models, the management inaugu- 
rated a program of discrimination 
against all officers, shop stewards 
and others actively, working in the 
interests of Local 325 by refusing 
to rehire these men. New employes 
were hired in their places. We feel 
sure that it is of more than pass- 
ing interest to S#@ Louisans’_ to 
learn that this large group of em- 
ployes, having been thrown out of 
work, will become a burden on the 
city and State through the neces- 
sity of being placed on relief rolls. 
This is not the choice of the work- 
ers, who stand ready and willing to 
return to their jobs on the same 
basis as existed when they were 
laid off.”

BANKRUPT TROLLEY 
LINE OUT OF DEBT 


Wheeling System Now Serves 
43 Communities, Operates 
Bus Lines.

WHEELING, W. Va., Nov. 20.—A 
bankrupt street car system, taken 
over four years ago by employes 
who wanted to keep their jobs, is 
operating free of debt and diffi- 
culties today. 

All of the 240 men who put aside 
part of their earnings in 1932 and 
1933 to help purchase the traction 
company still are on the job. 

In that time, the co-operative 
transit company has added two bus 
lines to the original holdings of the 
insolvent Wheeling Traction Co., 
and now serves eight West Virginia 
communities and 35 Eastern Ohio 
communities. Acquisition of the 
bus lines increased the number of 
employes to 290, but only the orig- 
inal employes are stockholders. 

Harty McCune, general manager, 
said the company pays out $423,000 
annually in salaries, operates 67 
street cars and 46 miles of track 
and 23 busses on a 50-mile route. 

The employes got the company 
for $75,000. State and county re- 
mitted back taxes to aid them to 
complete the transaction. Courtesy 
helped the business to grow. Pas- 
sengers are greeted with “Good 
morning” and conductors always 
look at corners to see if there are 
any tardy ones rushing to catch 
the car,

Basic Constitutionality of T V A 
Act Being Tested First Time in 
Utilities’ Suit at Chattanooga 


Circuit Court’s Decision Under Appeal There 
Is Outside Limits of Supreme Court’s 
Previous 8-to-1 Ruling.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. Nov. 
20.—The significant distinctions be- 
tween the suit on trial here to test 
the constitutionality of the Gov- 
ernment’s Tennessee Valley  Au- 
thority power program and the 
early case in which the United 
States Supreme Court upheld, 8 to 
1, one phase of TVA activity, were 
defined by the United States Court 
of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit 
in an opinion holding that the 
United States District Court had 
properly refused to dismiss the 
suit. 

The Court of Appeals also said, 
in the opinion last May 14, that 
the issues in this suit, instituted 
by 18 utility corporations to en- 
join TVA activities, could be de- 
termined only by a hearing on the 
merits. That hearing is now un- 
der way before a three-Judge Fed- 
eral Court. Presiding over the 
court is United States Circuit 
Judge Florence Allen, one of the 
two Judges joining in the opinion 
<a referred to. Another member 
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of this court is United States Dis- 
trict Judge John J. Gore of Ten- 
nessee, who first had the case and 
from whose orders the appeal was 
taken. The third is District Judge 
John D. Martin, also of Tennessee. 
Procedure Background. 


The suit was filed after the Su- 
preme Court, in the Ashwander 
case early in 1936, had upheld as 
constitutional a contract’ of TVA 
to sell power generated at Wilson 
dam, constructed by the Govern- 
ment at Muscle Shoals on the Ten- 
nessee River during and after the 
war, and to transmit that power to 
buyers. 


In the Ashwander case, 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes, 
speaking for the Supreme Court, 
narrowly limited its decision to up- 
holding TV A’s right to sell power 
generated pursuant to an exercise 
of the national defense powers of 
Congress. Justice McReynolds dis- 
sented. The Supreme Court had 
previously divided, 5 to 4, on

proceedings as brought, Justice 
Brandeis leading the dissenters on 
this point. 


In an early hearing, Judge Gore 
not only rejected the contention of 
TVA, made in its motion te dis- 
miss, that the Supreme Court al- 
ready had decided the issue by its 
opinion in the Ashwander case, but 
also granted the complainants a 
temporary injunction restraining 
TVA from the acts complained of. 
TVA appealed on both points. 

The opinion of the Court of Ap- 
peals was written by Judge Charles 
C. Simons and concurred in by 
Judge Allen. A _ third member, 
Judge Charles H. Moorman, con- 
curred in that part of the opinion 
which lifted the temporary injunc- 
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whether it had jurisdiction in the. 


tion, but held in a dissenting opin- 
ion that the suit should have been 
| dismissed. 
Summary of Complaint. 
The bill of complaint was 
summed up in the opinion, in part, 
as follows: 


“It charges that they 
(TV A) plan to produce an amount 
of electric energy greatly exceed- 
ing the total consumption of the 
area, which includes all of the 
State of Tennessee and a large 
part of the six neighboring states. 
It charges that the execution of 
this program will irreparably in- 
jure if not wholly destroy the 
business and prosperity of each of 
the plaintiffs, and that the defend- 
ants have alreadv performed, or 
are in the process of performing a 
vast number of acts in the execu- 
tion of their power, which is be- 
ing carried out as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

“It charges the program itself, 
and all of the acts done pursuant 
to it to be unconstitutional and 
void, and that if the TVA act pur- 
ports to authorize such program, 
it is to that extent also unconsti- 
tutional and void.” 

The opinion recites other allega- 
tions in the complaint, such as 
that “defendants have announced 
that unless existing utilities sell 
their transmission lines to them 
such lines will be duplicated. They 
have announced their intention to 
regulate local intrastate rates and 
service by a so-called: yardstick 
method through Federally subsi- 
dized competition which will sup- 
plant state regulations as inade- 
quate and unsatisfactory.” 


Two Cases Not on All Fours. 


Taking up the contention of 
TVA that the issue was settled in 
the Ashwander case, the court said: 

“They lay the bill in the Ashwan- 
der case by the side of the present 
bill, and by exhaustive comparative 
analysis urge the conclusiveness of 
that decision on the issue now up- 
der consideration. The ‘deadly par- 
allel is frequently devastating, but 
so only when controversies are 
substantially identical and of equal 
breadth. We have given careful 
consideration to the Ashwander 
case. It sustains constitutional 
power of TVA to enter into a spe- 
cific contract with the Alabama 
Power Co., one of the original plain- 
tiffs in the present suit. That con- 
tract related solely to the purchase 
by TVA of transmission lines for 
ym of excess energy generated 
at Wilson dam and for exchange of 
energy. 

“The Ashwander case was a de- 
rivative suit brought by preferred 
stockholders of the Alabama Pow- 
er Co, to set aside the contract as 
ultra vires. By limitations imposed 
upon the court by the nature of the 
suit, and through limitations of the 
judicial process, the Ashwander

constitutional authority for the con- 
struction of Wilson dam, and for 
the disposal by reasonable method 
of the electric energy there gener- 
ated. Finding the construction of 
Wilson dam a valid exercise of con- 
stitutional power under the war and 
commerce clauses, the electric en- 
ergy there generated to be proper- 
ty of the United States for the sale 
of which authority exists in Section 
Three of Article Four of the Con- 
stitution, and the method of dis- 
posal not inappropriate according 
to the nature of the property, the 
court refused to set aside the con- 
tract, the decision concluding with 
the following: 

“*The question of the constitu- 
tional right of the Government to 
acquire or operate local or urban 
distribution systems is not involved. 
We express no opinion as to the 
validity of such an effort, as to the 
status of any other dam or power 
development in the Tennessee Val- 
ley, whether connected with or 
apart from the Wilson dam, or as 
to the validity of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority act or of the 
claime made in the pronounce- 
ments and program of the Aythor- 
ity apart from questions we have 
discussed in relation to the partic- 
ular provisions of the contract of 
Jan, 4, 1934, affecting the Alabama 
Power Co.’ 

Difference in Instant Suit. 

Later in the opinion the Court of 
Appeals said: 

“The case made by the present 
bill present a different aspect. 
Here are no preferred stockholders 
whose interests are limited totheir 
distributive share in the assets of 
the corporation, and whose griev- 
ance is circumscribed b; their own 
formulated estimate of it. Here are 
17 (now 18) utility corporations al- 
ready suffering the economic pinch 
of actual or threatening competi- 
tion they conceive to be illegal, 
and facing what they conceive to 
be not only irreparable injury, but 
possible destruction, not through 
any one specific act of the defend- 
ants which, singly considered, may 
not be an unconstitutional exercise 
of power, but through a far-flung 
program which they charge will in- 
evitably effect and has for its pur- 
pose their common annihilation. 

“We are not convinced that the 
Ashwander decision precludes us 
from recognizing a justifiable con- 
troversy between these plaintiffs as 
a class and the Tennessee Valley 
Authority as an instrumentality of 
the Government involving the con- 
stitutional validity of the described 
program, whether’ authorized by 
the act or transcending its author- 


Another Consideration. 

“Another consideration is of im- 
portance. Eighteen months (this 
was last May) have elapsed since 
the Ashwander decision in the Su- 
preme Court. Three years have 
passed since the District Court an- 
nounced the decision there re- 
viewed, We are told that the pro- 
gram of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and its directors has gone 
forward with all reasonable dis- 
patch. What then may have been 
merely tentative or speculative may 
now be approaching realization. 
What then was remote may now 
be imminent, and mere concept 
have fruition in action of a defin- 
ite and concrete character consti-

“The issues were confined to the | 


terference with the rights of those 
complaining. 

“This may only be determined 
by full hearing on the _ merits. 
Moreover, the distinction between 
the case here made and that pre- 
sented by the bill in the Ashwan- 
der case is not only clear but is 
brought into bold relief by the dis- 
senting opinion (by Justice , Mc- 
Reynolds) in the Ashwander case. 
The injury and threat of injury is 
here assigned not to a single act 
or series of acts, but to the entire 
program, the full sweep of which 
is illustrated by the acts already 
done and proposed. 

“The primary grievance in the 
Ashwander case related to the 
constitutional power of T V A to 
execute a specific contract. It was 
thought by the plaintiffs there to 
demonstrate invalidity of the con- 
tract not merely by challenging the 
power of the Authority to execute 
it, but by challenging its power to 


and to test the validity of the very 
act under the authority of which 
the program was conceived—even 
to the extent of seeking a declara- 
tory judgment thereon. The power 
was involved only as its possible 
invalidity might infect with valid- 
ity the assailed contract. 
Point Made by Dissent. 

“The dissent makes it clear that 
the court rejected the theory that 
‘the plan makes the part unlaw- 
ful.’ So, while it results that one 
May not secure relief against an 
act which is not in itself an un- 
constitutional exercise of power, it

Leader of Unauthorized 
Pontiac Sit-down Called 
Before U A W A Execu- 
tive Board Today. 


MARTIN ASSAILS 
OUTLAW STRIKES 


450 Men in Fisher Body 
Plant, Supplied With 
Necessaries, Prepare for 
Indifinite Stay.

PONTIAC, Mich., Nov. 20.—Of- 
ficers of the United Automobile 
Workers of America, preparing for 
a showdown on the unauthorized 
sit-down strike in General Motors’ 
Fisher body plant here, sent out a 
cal] today for a special meeting of 
the 24-member international execu- 
tive board at Detroit tomorrow. 
Telegrams instructed the members 
to travel by airplane, if necessary, 
to attend the meeting, at which the 
entire General Motors situation also 
will be discussed. 

Leaders of the strike here were 
summoned to the meeting by Hom- 
er Martin, international president. 

Martin came here tonight after | 
conferring with oher union offi- | 
cers at Detroit and speaking at a 
closed membership meeting at 
Flint. He conférred here with offi- 
cers of the local union, but not 
with leaders of the sit-down nor 
with any of the several hundred 
men who, by going on _ strike 
Wednesday night, threw 14,700 men 
into idleness. 

“Will End Unauthorized Strikes.” 

“We are determined to eliminate 
unauthorized strikes,” Martin said. 
“Whatever is necessary to accom- 
plish this end will be done. 

“General Motors, as other corpo- 
rations, has made the mistake that, 
it could and should disciplin union 
men. We have taken consistently 
the position that it is the union's 
duty to discipline members who re- 
fuse to abide by its constitution, 


and that the union can best handle 
the situation of unauthorized | 
strikes.” | 

Martin called a meeting of the | 
Pontiac U A W A local fer Sunday | 
night and said he would address it. | 

“No small group of workers who | 
think they can do as they please 
can close a General Motors plant 
and stay within the pale of the 
union,” Martin said at Flint before 
coming to Pontiac, adding that un- 
authorized strikes “would not be 
tolerated.” He added, however, that | 
the Pontiac case “was not all one- . 
sided.” 

He said there were no plans for 
expelling the _ sit-down strikers 
here, but declined otherwise to dis- 
cuss his plans for dealing with the 
strike. 

Assails Discipline Clause. 

“We are going to give General 
Motors assurance against outlaw 
strikes,” Martin said, “but the Sept. 
16 clause (conceding the manage- 
ment the right to discipline insti- 
gators of outlaw strikes) is foolish. | 
No union would be able to operate | 
under that kind of a system. We | 
propose now a joint responsibility 
for living up to contracts. We will 
take care of our own membership, | 
but not stool pigeons who may 
cause strikes. 

“We want to go through the 
grievance procedure and, if we can- 
not settle an issue there, have an 
impartial umpire.” 

Members of the Fisher local 
union at Lansing, Mich., voted not 
to call a strike and to follow the | 
policy of Martin and the interna- 
tional executive board. 

The Pontiac sit-down § strikers, 
numbering about 450, prepared for 
an indefinite stay in the plant. Re- 
fused strike benefit funds by the | 
international union, the strikers | 
were supplied with blankets and | 
food by sympathizers. The Pontiac | 
U A W A local also placed funds at | 
their disposal. 

Strikers’ Demands. 

Odin H. Johnson, attorney here | 
for the UAWA, said the strikers 
were demanding: 

Reduction of the speed. of con- 
veyor lines which, they said, were 
speeded up when‘ several hun- 
dred workers were dismissed re- 
cently. 

Removal of E. R. Leeder, the 
Fisher plant manager who in- 
sisted in conferences Wednesday 
on dismissal of four men whom 
he blamed for a 12-hour strike 
which began Monday night. 

Re-employment of 1350 workers, 
the number the strikers declare 
have been laid off in recent weeks, 
and a “share the work” program 
under which hours would be re- 
duced to provide some work for 
all employes. 

Abandonment of a_ reported 
plan to transfer some processes 
from the Pontiac Fisher plant to 
a New Jersey plant. 

Reinstatement of the four men 
Suspended Wednesday; six men 
discharged last June after a non- 
union man was thrust, feet first, 


riveter, for interrupting produc- 
tion. The union conceded Wickham 
had pulled a switch, halting work, 
but contended the stoppage was of 
less than two minutes duration. The 
union charged that conveyor lines 
had been “persistently speeded up” 
in recent weeks and that the com- 
pany had discriminated against 
union employes and violated sen- 
iority rules. 


Gov. Frank Murphy, whose ef- 
forts brought about settlement of 
the extended General Motors strike 
last winter, was reported to have 
been in telephone communication 
with General Motors and union of- 
ficers, but he declined today to 
comment on the situation. 


Third Recent Strike. 


The Fisher strike here was the 
third since U A W A delegates re- 
jected a proposed new agreement 
with General Motors. The others, 
the Monday night strike in the 
same plant and a strike Wednes- 
day of foundry employes in the 
Cadillac Motor Car Co. plant at De- 
troit, were short-lived. 


The second Fisher strike occurred 
one day before the first anniversary 
of a sit-down strike in the Fisher 
plant at Atlanta, Ga., which marked 
the opening of the U A W A of- 
fensive against General Motors. 
That strike movement spread until, 
two months ater, production 
throughout the General Motors sys- 
tem was virtually paralyzed. 
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The strikes continued without 


abatement for six weeks, ending 
in an agreement between General 
Motors and the U A W A which 
was subject to revision after six 
months. Intermittent negotiations 
for a revised agreement were brok- 
en off by the union’s rejection of 
@ proposed new agreement last 
Sunday. 

In September, the union agreed 
to a General Motors demand that 
it be given the right to discipline 
employes rcsponsible for wunau- 
thorized strikes. The corporation 
insisted on that proviso as a pre- 
requisite to negotiations on contract 
revision. 

General Motors announced it 
would insist on a renewal of that 
assurance against unauthorized 
strikes before entering into further 
negotiations.

TWO DENTISTS CITED 
BY MISSOURI BOARD 


Dr. A. J. Rust Jr. and Dr. T. 
E. Collins Charged With Un- 
professional Conduct. 


Dr. A, J. Rust Jr. and Dr. T. E. 
Collins, dentists with offices at 
620 Washington avenue, were cited 
yesterday by the Missouri State 
Dental Board to appear before it 
Dec. 11 to answer charges of un- 
professional conduct. The hearing 
will be held at Hotel Statler. 

The citations, ordering the dent- 
ists to “show why license or certifi- 
cate of registration, or both,” should 


not be supsended or revoked, were 
served late yesterday. Six viola- 
tions of the Missouri Dental Act 
were alleged. The change were: 
Indirect advertising of prices for 
professional services; indirect ad- 
vertising by means of a large dis- 
play, a glaring light sign, a display 
showing a representation of teeth, 
us of advertising solicitors,,and by 
permitting the Dr. Rust Dentists 
Laboratories, Inc., to advertise 
prices. 
Both Deny Charges. 


Dr. A. J. Rust Jr. said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that all of 
the charges were false. He declared 
that the laboratory was operated 
by his father and that neither he 
nor Dr. Collins was connected with 
the corporation, which occupies of- 
fices on the same floor. A similar 
denial was made by Dr. Collins. 

Members of the Dental Board, 
which met yesterday at the Statler, 
declined to comment on issuance of 
the charges. Dr. E. B. Owen, St. 
Louis member of the board, re- 
marking that “my hands are tied,” 
would not identify Leslie A. Ken- 
dell, whose name appeared as com- 
plainant on the citations. 

Dr. A. J. Rust Sr., head of dental 
laboratories downtown and in 
Wellston and at Kansas City, de- 
clared to the reporter that the cita- 
tions were an “obvious attempt to 
strike at me through my son.” Dr. 


Rust Sr. was cited by the Dental 


Board in 1934 on charges of adver- 
tising prices, and he. asserted yes- 
terday that the citation was dis 
missed after he had obtained a per- 
manent injunction in Circuit Court 
at Kansas City. 

Says Display Case Is Small. 

The elder Rust said that a small 
display case showing dental plates 
was used at a downtown office and 
that the “glaring” sign was at the 
Wellston office. He asserted also 
that he was not a practicing den- 
tist, and that he advertised only 
the prices of X-ray examinations, a 
matter which is not covered by the 
Dental Act. 

In remarking that he used the 
services offered by his father’s lab- 
oratories, Dr. Rust Jr. said that he 
received no benefit from the cor- 
poration advertising. He added 
that the only signs employed by Dr. 
Collins and himself were small 


ASSAIL GERMAN GOVERNMENT 


Real Issues Concerning Church in 
Spain Beclouded by Propa- 
ganda, They Charge. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20. — The 
Catholic bishops of the United 
States assailed the German Gov- 
ernment today for what they termed 
persecution of the church. They 
gaid that all religious-minded men 
and women were “outraged by the 
Satanic resourcefulness of these 
leaders of modern paganism.” 

The bishops said also that “clev- 
er propaganda, maliciously used” 
had beclouded the real facts con- 
cerning the Church of Spain. 

The statements were made in 
separate letters to the heirarchies 
of Germany and Spain before the 
bishops concluded a three-day an- 
nual meeting here. 

“The attempt to vilify priests and 
to destroy their reputations in in- 
decent :and frequently unjustified 
trials has producéd in our country 
just the contrary effect,” the let- 
ter to the German heirarchy said. 
“It has shown us and the world the 
degradation of governmental agen- 
cies in Germany today.” 

The letter to Spain expressed sor- 
row over the church's “suffering” 
there.

Wallace Confident After 
Seeing Garner — House 
Body Agrees Tentatively 
on Most of Corn Plan.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20. — Farm 
bill leaders, anxious to get a meas- 
ure before Congress on Tuesday, 
speeded up committee machinery 
today. P 
Joining in an almost unprece- 
dented maneuver, Senate and 
House Agricultural Committees un- 


dertook executive sessions, with 
some subcommittees scheduled to 
be in virtually continuous sessions 
until Monday. 

The strategy apparently gave 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
confidence the administration’s No. 
1 item was rounding into shape. 
He told reporters after a confer- 
ence with Vice-Presid Garner 
that the measure was § “coming 
along all right.” It was assumed 
they conferred on plans for han- 
dling the bill, which leaders have 
decided to set ahead of the pend- 
ing anti-lynching legislation. 

The progress of the committees 
was none too rapid. 

Differences “Not Very Serious.” 

Chairman Smith of South Caro- 
lina said the Senate Committee 
had been able to only as far 
as Page 6 of the 124-page bill. He 
added, however, that committee 


| differences “were not very serious.” 


“I have asked the committee to 
keep going all day and all night if 
necessary,” he said, adding with a 
chuckle; “if I can go fox-hunting 
until 3 o’clock in the morning, this 
committee.can certainly put in as 
much time working for the people.” 

Senator Norris of Nebraska 
doubted the measure would be re- 


| ported out by Monday, although he 


expected some report to be made 
to the. Senate on the status of 
studies at that time. 

“All members of the committee 
are working hard,” he said, “but no 
two of them agree.” 

Norris led a subcommittee _re- 
volt against “purchasing the com- 
pliance” of cotton farmers with 
benefits and “forcing” corn farm- 
ers to rate with a program 
of marketing quotas and penalty 
taxes. 


Differ on Basis of Control. 


Smith said the main question be- 
fore the Senate committee was 
whether to base control and bene- 
fits on the farmers’ base acreage 
as specified under the present soil 
conservation program or authorize 
the Secretary of Agriculture to as- 
certain the acreage and average 
yield per farm and make allotments 
to the various States according to 
average acre production. 

The committee had about de- 
cided, he said, that the ever-normal 
granary should be put in opera- 
tion for wheat when the supply for 
domestic consumption, export, and 
| carryover exceeded 10 per cent of 


‘the grain usually needed. 


The corn granary would be put 
into effect immediately upon as- 
certaining the normal supply for 
domestic and foreign requirements 
under tentative Senate committee 
proposals. 

Senate committeemen debated 
whether to offer wheat and corn 
growers outright acreage-control 
contracts or blanket them in on 
general provisions for a referen- 
dum vote before any program be- 
came effective. 

Both groups were stirred by legal 
opinion in some quarters that the 
proposed referenda were an uncon- 
stitutional delegation of legislative 
power to an unofficial source. 


House Committee’s Progress. 


After an all-day session, the 


|House Agriculture Committee had 


almost completed consideration of a 
sub-committee’s recommendations 
for a corn control program. 

Tentative agreement was reached. 
members said, to impose a penalty 
of 15 cents a bushel on corn sold 
in excess of the bill’s marketing 
quotas. The Agriculture Depart- 
ment had suggested a 25-cent pen- 
alty. 

Representative Coffee (Dem.), 
Nebraska, said the group also ten- 
tatively decided commodity loans on 
corn should be made on a basis of 
not less than 60 per cent or more 
than 75 per cent of parity.

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7 C10 UNIONS AT CLEVELAND 
INDORSE RACKET INVESTIGATION 


White Collar Workers Urge Authori- 
ties to Protect Labor’s Lawful 
Rights, However. 

By the Associated Press, 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 20. — Seven 
white collar C I O locals urged 
authorities today to “prosecute to a 
decisive conclusion” their current 
investigation of alleged extortion by 
several Cleveland labor leaders and 
unions. 

“The chief victims of such prac- 
tices are the rank and file of union 
members,” the C I O resolution 
said. “The cause of trade unionism 
and the advancement of labor de- 
pends on leadership that has intelli- 
gence and integrity.” 

It urged, however, that the au- 
thorities “respect and assure the 
lawful right of all unions, lest the 
investigation be used as a weapon 
aimed at legitimate activities which 
are necessary for the preservation 
of the unions.” 

A county grand jury is investiga- 


ting evidence of asserted labor 
racketeering gathered in a _ four- 
month investigation by Eliot Ness, 
Cleveland safety director. The 
grand jury has heard several out- 
of-town business men who, Ness 
said, had been victimized by union 
agents in connection with building 
activities here.

PROPOSAL CRITICISED 


County Ssciety’s Bulletin ‘“‘As- 
tonished” to Find 19 St. 
Louis Doctors Among Them. 


Editors of the St. Louis County 
Medical Society Bulletin were 
“astonished” to find the names of 
19 prominent St. Louis physicians 
and surgeons on the list of 429 doc- 
tors who signed a “medical decla- 
ration of independence,” indorsing 
public health principles and propo- 
sals previously rejected by the 
American Medical Association, an 
editorial in the current issue of 
the Bulletin states. 

“It is to be hoped that there was 
some misunderstanding on the part 
of the local signers, and that they 
quickly correct their mistakes,” the 
editorial asserted. There were orig- 
inally 20 St. Louis signers, but one 
said he had no* signed and had not 
authorized the use of his name. 

“It seems that some 430 physi- 
cians, most of whom are connected 


with teaching institutions, have or- 
dained that they are a self-chosen 
Moses who will lead us out of the 
medical chaos that is depriving (?7) 
the people of the United States of 
the proper medical care,” the editors 
wrote. 

“If the entire medical profession 
that is close to the patient has seen 
fit to adopt the principles that have 
been promulgated hy their own 
members in the House of Dele- 
gates of the A. M. A., then why 
should some 430 physicians and 
surgeons, part-time or full-time unl- 
versity paid, place themselves in so 
distressing and — a posi- 
tion ? 

“The proposals of the 430 physi- 
cians are for the most part ac- 
cepted principles of those who 
would socialize medicine, build up 
larger and more inclusive health de- 
partments, socialize the medical 
schools, socialize the research de- 
partments, socialize the hospitals, 
and all of this would be under a 
consolidated Federal department.” 

The main proposals indorsed by 
the physicians who defied the Amer- 
ican Medical Association were that 
preventive medicine should be em- 
phasized; that public funds should 
be used to provide adequate medi- 
cal care for the indigent and to sup- 
port medical education and _re- 
search, and that health functions 
of the Government should be con- 
solidated in one department. 


Association Trustees Reply to Back- | 


ers of Changes in Principles. 
By the Associated Presa. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Trustees of 
the: American Medical Association, 
replying to advocates of proposed 
changes in medical principles, re- 
affirmed today their adherence to 
the House of Delegates’ decision re- 
jecting the plan at the last national 
meeting. 

The board of trustees said the 
same proposals had been rejected 
by the House of Delegates, the 
elected representatives of the asso- 
ciation’s 106,000 members, after 
thorough consideration. 

The governing body’s mandate to 
the trustees, officers and employes 
o. the association, the statement 
continued, “opposes the principles 
and proposals emanating from the 
Committee of Physicians.” 

The board advised that until the 
elected representatives determine 
“that some fundamental change or 
revolution in the nature of devel- 
opment, distribution and payment 
for medical service in the United 
States is necessary, physicians will 
do well to abide by the principles 
which the House of Delegates has 
established. 

“They will at the same _ time 
deprecate any attempis inclined to 
lead the executive and legislative 
branches of our Government, as 
well as the people of the United 
States, into the belief that the 
American medical profession is 
disorganized.” 

The trustees said the profession 
was ready and willing to consider 
ways of meeting the problem of 
providing medicll service to those 
unable to pay the full cost.

WILKINS ON WAY TO ARCTIC 


Party Hunting Russian Flyers 
Reaches Fort Resolution.

EDMONTON, Alberta, Nov.. 20. 
—(Canadian Press.)—The mono- 
plane carrying the Sir Hubert Wil- 
kins searching party landed at 2:30

A public mass meeting to dem- 
onstrate and explain “the Ameri- 
can way” to those who fear the in- 
filtration of Fascist ideas in this 
country will be held tonight at 8:30 
o’clock at the Armory, Grand boule- 
vard and Market street, under the 
auspices of the recently formed St. 
Louis Council for American De- 
mocracy. 

The principal speaker will be 


Vito Marcantonio, former Progres- 
sive Republican Congressman from 
New York City. Admission will be 
free. 

The meeting was originally 
planned,to be a counter-demonstra- 
tion to the Midwestern regional 
convention of the Amerikadeutsch- 
er Volksbund, a pro-Nazi organiza- 
tion in this country. The Volks- 
bund, however, postponed its con- 
vention until next week-end when 
it found difficulty in obtaining a 
hall. The convention was. barred 
from the German House, 2345 La- 
fayette avenue, and it is now sched- 
uled to be held at the Oakville 
Farmers’ Club on Telegraph road 
in St. Louis County. 

The St. Louis Industrial Union 
Council and the Forty and EHight 
Society of the St. Louis County 
American Legion posts have pro- 
tested to the Farmers’ Club against 
permitting the Volksbund conven- 
tion in its building. Another pro- 
test against Volksbund activities in 
St. Louis was made yesterday by 
the Associated Garment Industries 
of St. Louis, an association of 45 
clothing and dress goods manufac- 
turing companies. 

Directors of the Farmers’ Club 
announced last night, through An- 
drew Cooseman, club manager, that 
the meeting would be held as 
scheduled. The directors met last 
evening with a committee from the 
Bund to discuss terms and other 
details. 

Cooseman said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the meeting would be 
held from 6 p. m. Saturday to 1 
a. m. Sunday. He said one or two 
men were to speak and that (he 
balance of the program would con- 
sist of dancing and entertainment. 
Cooseman declared that the Bund 
committee had signed a contract 
for use of the club, but declined to 
give the rental price made to the 
organization. 

A varied group of organizations 
will participate in the program to- 
night, which will be preceded by 
a concert by the American Legion 
band, starting at 8 o'clock. The 
Rev. Truman B. Douglass, pastor 
of Pilgrim Congregational Church 
and chairman of the St. Louis 
Council for American Democracy, 
will preside. 

Some ofthe groups whose repre- 
sentatives will participate are the 
American Legion, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the United Spanish 
War Veterans, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Committee for 
Industria] Organization, the Ger- 
man Liberty Union and _ various 
other German-American, civic and 
patriotic societies.

Sculptor on Way to Model 
Heads of Movie Stars. Tells 
How Roosevelt Posed. 


Nison Tregor, young Russian- 
born sculptor, whose subjects have 
included President Roosevelt, Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Henry Ford 
and Henry Morgenthau Sr., is vis- 
iting in St. Louis before going to 
Hollywood to model heads of movie 
actors. He is a guest at the home 
of Miss Clara Frampton, 7314 West- 
moreland avenue, University City. 


Children and those adults whose 
faces show pronounced character 
make the best subjects for sculp- 
tors, Tregor said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night. A careworn 
face or a child with full lips and 
irrepressible manner are best to 
work with, he added. 

For Tregor, the subject need not 
stay in one position while posing, 
and few do. President Roosevelt 
was busy signing N RA codes when 
Tregor made a clay likeness of him 
in five sittings. Now in bronze, this 
bust is on display in the White 
House. 

“Mr. Roosevelt was always very 
pleasant and very encouraging 
while I worked in his office, even 
though I littered it constantly with 
bits of clay, and persons came in 
and out all day long,” Tregor re- 
called. 

In the 15 years he has been in 
the United States he has modeled 
many heads and busts of the prom- 
inent. He has had as subjects 
Lady Diana Manners, Rosamond 
Pinchot, Vincent Bendix, Raymond 
Moley and James Farley. A bust 
of the late Knute Rockne, which 
he made from photographs after 
the football coach was killed in an 
airplane crash, is at a memorial 
building in South Bend, Ind. 

Women are more difficult to 
model than men, he said, but he 
was unable to explain just why. 
While he is modeling likenesses of 
film stars in Hollywood, a short 
movie will be made of Tregor at 
work. 

Born 33 years ago in Vilna, now 
part of Poland, Tregor has a mili- 
tary bearing and manner, appar- 
ently the result of his service in 
the Russian army during the late

NEW ORE-CARRYING SHIP 
FOR GREAT LAKES LAUNCHED 


The Ralph H. Watson, Which Cost 
$1,500,000, Is Christened at 
Detroit. 


DETROIT, Nov. 20.—The Ralph 
H. Watson, first ore carrier to be 
launched at River Rouge since 1930 
and the second on the Great Lakes 
in those seven years, went down 
the ways here today. 

The 610-foot vessel is one of four 
new ships being put into service by 
the Pittsburgh Steamship Co., sub- 
sidiary of United States Steel. 

The ship was launched sidewise 
at the Great Lakes Engineering Co. 
yards. Named after a vice-presi- 
dent of the Steel Corporation, it 
was christened by Miss Margaret 
H. Merrill of New York, niece of 
Watson. 

The vessel has a cargo capacity 
of 12,000 tons and will operate be- 
tween Lake Superior and Lake 
Erie ports. It cost $1,500,000. 


19 U.5.-BUILT PLANES 
BOUND FOR GriINA 


Shipment Once Stopped by 
President's Order Is Put on 
Another Ship. 


| NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—A $1,000,- 
000 shipment of 19 American-made 
planes intended for China was 
aboard a ship somewhere on the At- 
lantic tonight. 

A spokesman for the Chinese 
Consulate in New York admitted 
that the planes, manufactured by 
the Bellanca Aircraft Co. of New- 
castle, Del., were purchased by the 
Chinese Government. The planes 
are capable of flying 280 miles an 
hour and have a cruising range of 
4000 miles. 

Lying in wait are naval patrols 
from both Japan and Spain, Span- 
ish insurgents are reported to fear 
that the planes may be headed for 
Barcelona, via France, there to be 
used by Government pilots. 

Their fears are based on the re- 
port that the crates containing the 
airplanes were marked “D, L. P.”— 
the initials of Don Luiz Prieto, son 
of the Spanish Government Minis- 
ter of Defense, Indalacio Prieto. 
Don Luiz is the London agent for 
the purchase of war material for 
the Barcelona Government, 

The Chinese Consulate here de- 
nied, however, that the planes had 
been resold to the Spanish Govern- 
ment. 

The planes already have traveled 
more than. 12,000 miles. They left 
New York on Aug. 23 for China on 
the U. S. Maritime Commission 
freighter Witchita. 

When President~Roosevelt’s bar 
on the shipment of war materials 
on Government-owned ships was 
proclaimed, the Witchita put in at 
San Pedro, Cal., where the planes 
were unloaded. 

With the closest secrecy, the car- 
go was then trans-shipped by rail 
to Philadelphia, where the planes 
were stowed aboard the British 
freighter Malancha and set forth, 
ostensibly for England, Nov. 9, 

Frank Bellanca, New York brok- 
er, formerly associated with the Bel- 
lanca Aircraft Co., said the planes 
were originally manufactured for 
the French National Air Line, Air» 
France, for use in the French colo- 
nial mail service. They were never 
delivered to Air-France by the pur- 
chasing agent, however.

Traditional 
rivals put everything they had 
into that last battle—the one of 
all the campaign they most de- 
sired to win. 

The undergrads saved up for 
weeks to take their best girls to 
the game and to the dance or 
show afterward. Pa and Ma jour- 
neyed long distances and shiv- 
ered through the wintry cold 
watching Junior shake his long 
hair and charge in to do or die 
for dear old Something-or-Other;

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 20.— 
—Harvard shook off its inferiority 
complex on the gridiron today, 
turned loose a powerhouse attack 
for the first time in years, and 
broke the spell of Yale’s superiority 
with a thrilling 13-6 victory on a 
snow-swept field. 

The Crimson’s'§  smartly-drilled 
team countered Yale’s tying rally 
in the third period with a smash- 
ing 80-yard drive that clinched the 
game .n the last quarter, then re- 
pulsed the last desperate aerial bid 
as the Elis sought to avert their 
first defeat of the 1937 season. 

Frank Foley, Harvard §signal- 
caller and home-town boy, sprinted 
10 yards around Yale’s left end for 
the decisive score, after passing to 
Ray Daughters on a 19-yard play 
that produced the Crimson’s first 
score in the second period. Be- 
tween these Harvard tallies, Yale’s 
great captain, Clint Frank, plunged 
two yards to climax a 67-yard scor- 
ing drive, but the heroic perform- 
ance of the Eli leader was unable 
otherwise to offset the Crimson’s 
brilliant attack, 

58,000 Watch Game. 

A capacity crowd of 58,000, jam- 
ming Harvard’s stadium for. the 
first time in six years, saw the 
crimson-clad warriors scale heights 
such as they have not known since 
the palmy pre-war days. 

The Crimson, in ending Yale’s 
three-year winning streak, cap- 
tured the classic “Big Three” cham- 
pionship for the first time since 
1915, when Eddie Mahan was cast 
in the heroic role. Both walloped 
Princeton this season and came up 
to the climax game with a more 
spirited display of rivalry than

California Wine Rose Bowl 
Berth But Likely Opponent 
More Uncertain Than Ever

California's Golden Bears have moved in as the far western Rose 
Bowl representative but the latest wave of football upsets failed to 
shed much additional light on just what outfit will get the job of 
opposing Stub Allison’s Pacific Coast conference champions at Pasa- 


dena New Year’s Day. 
While Yale’s favored Bulldogs 
were suffering their first defeat 


at the hands of Harvard, and Bos- 
ton College, Navy, Syracuse, Holy 
Cross, Indiana, Kansas State and 
Arkansas were cast in the unwant- 
ed roles of victims in a series of 
form reversals yesterday, Califor- 
nia wound up an unbeaten season 
with a 13-0 conquest of Stanford 
that carried with it the conference 
championship and a berth in the 
Rose Bowl classic. 

Keeping step with the Golden 
Bears were the unbeaten Eastern 
Goliaths, Pittsburgh, Fordham, Vil- 
lanova and Dartmouth. The South’s 
chief Rose Bowl candidate, Ala- 
bama, was idle in preparation for 
its Thanksgiving day clash with 
Vanderbilt, itself rated by some ex- 
perts as a Pasadena eligible if it 
gets past Alabama. 

85,000 See California Win. 

A crowd of 85,000 saw California, 
tied by Washington but undefeated, 
turn back Stanford with a second 
half drive that accounted for both 
touchdowns. Pitt, with its great 
backfield aces, Goldberg, Cassiano, 
Stebbins and Patrick running wild, 
crushed Penn State by a 28-7 score 
and now needs to stop Duke next 
season 
marred only by a scoreless tie with 
Fordham’s powerful Rams.

As a result of the breeding 
“rounds of this section being no 
longer sufficient, ducks and geese 
were forced to find new grounds 
in Canada. For this purpose a 
group of U. S. sportsmen have 
banded together and are aiding in 
the construction of huge breeding 
areas in Canada. Within the next 
decade there should once again be 
abundant shooting. 


St. Louis Problem. 


Duck hunters in the eastern half 
of Missouri have a peculiar prob- 
lem in regard to getting their limit 
bags, according to one of the fed- 
eral game management agents who 
has been around these parts for the 
last 30 years. This has to do with 
the private clubs and the non-pri- 
vate blinds. 

Hunters with the means neces- 
sary to belong to clubs have a de- 
cided advantage over those who 
must hunt on public property. How- 
ever, the former do a great general 
service in getting the ducks up and 
flying. Conditions are usually as 
as possible on club grounds 
and if there are any ducks flying, 
they will settle on waters near the 
club. They will remain there where 
feeding is good and shelter is ex- 
cellent until driven away either by 
cold weather or, more often, on be- 
coming the targets of club mem- 
bers. This is where the public 
shooter is benefited, as he is sitting 
in his blind nearby on the river, 
within range of the ducks winging 
from the guns of the clubmen. 

There are many clubs lyipg along 
the Mississippi and the issouri 
rivers and many non-club hunters 
are greatly benefited as above 
stated. The main trouble today 
is that the club is usually open 
only two or three days each week 
and as a result the ducks sit idly 
by, enjoying the wild rice and shel- 
tered coves of the grounds for five 
days and moving only two. 


Northern Mallards Due In. 


There are mallards and ., ., 
there are mallards, if we are to 
take the word of Ray Holland, ed» 
itor of Field and Stream, who sends 
word from North that large 
flights of Northern mallards, the 
fchoice of hunters, are on the way. 
The early mallards are the small, 
dark-legged fowl that are first to 
leave the. chill country and seek 
warmer weather. The Northern 
mallard, stalking about on his 
bright orange-colored legs, is a 
tough fellow and stays until the bit- 
ter cold forces him on his way.

Mortgage Bankers’ Officer 
Voices Opposition to a 
Proposed Reorganization 
Plan for F H A. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Reorganiza- 
tion of the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration to permit 90 per cent loans 
instead of 80 per cent and 30-year 
amortizations instead of 20-year, as 
well as lowered interest rates and 


junior liens and the organization 
of a central Federal mortgage bank 
as is now proposed by the national 
real estate interests would be a 
dangerous threat to the stability of 
the real estate and mortgage mar- 
ket and would promote very little 
sound building but a great deal of 
speculative, badly-financed con- 
struction of the type that caused 
the last real estate collapse, George 
H. Patterson, secretary of the Mort- 
gage Bankers’ Association of Amer- 
ica, declared in a statement today. 
He said: 


Lower Down-Payment Unsound. 


“Lowering the down-payment 
from 20 per cent to 10 per cent on 
F H A insured mortgages is un- 
sound mortgage practice, and is in 
line with the objectionable features 
in installment selling about which 
much official concern is expressed 
today. As long as building costs 
are high, as long as labor diffi- 
culties endure, this reduction would 
develop little sound construction 
but some speculative building of 
the type that caused the last real 
estate collapse. 

“It is argued that four-fifths of 
the American people already buy 
their homes on the 10 per cent 
basis. If true, then these suggested 
changes would mean a_ straight 
‘charge account’ basis for home fi- 
nancing—with the Federal Govern- 
ment the creditor. Nothing pro- 
posed in recent years is so basically 
unsound. 

“Ninety per cent loans may very 
easily become 100 per cent loans or 
‘more—what with the hazards that 
can be expected in arriving at a 
‘true appraisal of the value of the 
ground and improvements, there be- 
ing so little margin of equity re- 
maining. And the downward fluc- 
‘tuation that can take place, in a 
very short time, relative to the 
costs of material and labor is also 
a predominating factor.

MANAGERS REPORT 
SURVEY FINDINGS 


Improvement in Occupancy 
in Office Space Contin- 
ues but With Tendency 
to Level Off—135 Cities 
Covered. 


Three noteworthy facts feature 
the Oct. 1 survey of the National 
Association of Building Owners and 
Managers on office building occu- 
pancy: 

First: The improvement in occu- 
pancy of office space continues but 
shows a tendency to level off. 

Second: Cities from which re- 
ports were received for more than 
three buildings totaled 103, an all- 
time high, the figure for the first 
time passing the century mark; and 
the total number of cities from 
which reports were received was 
135, another record. 

Third: 783 buildings in 115 cities, 
with a total rentable area of 64,- 
048,248 square feet, reported nor- 
mal occupancy of 90 per.cent or 
better. 

The results of the nation-wide 
study are given in detail in a re- 
port by Lewis V. Echols of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., chairman of the asso- 
ciation’s committee on renting, in 
the current issue of Skyscraper 
Management, and for the eleventh 
time since highest point of vacancy 
was reached, on Jan. 1, 1934, show 
an improvement over the imme- 
diately preceding survey; in fact, 
occupancy is at its highest level, ac- 
cording to the association figures, 
since May 1, 1931. 

Average Occupancy, 80.94 Pct. 

An average occupancy of 81.78 per 
cent was reported from the 103 
cities throughout the United States 
and Canada, as compared with 80.94 
per cent occupancy shown in the 
May 1 survey. While the increase of 
84 per cent is negligible and per-

POLL SHOWS DESIRE 


FOR HOME OWNERSHIP 


Builders Are Advised to Cash 
In on Nation’s Urge 
to Own. 


“The Urge to Own—Four out of 
Pive Have It.” 

This is the conclusion to be 
drawn from the results of the first 
nationwide poll of the U. S. home 
market ever taken, which reveals 
that “four out of every five middle 
class Americans would rather own 
their homes than rent them.” 

Presented by The Architectural 
Forum in its Nov:mber issue, the 
survey further states that the prin- 
cipal cause underlying this indis- 
putable urge to o-™ is largely a 
“desire to have the feeling of own- 
ership” and that the chief obstacle 
to home ownership on a vast scale 
today '* “that ~~ ~rospect thinks 
he cannot afford the kind of home 
he wantc.” 

Reach “Under-$5000” Market. 

“General statements about Build- 
ing’s consumers have been deliv- 
ered as free and easy opinions with- 
in the industry from time out of 
mind,” the magazine states, point- 
ing out that “nobody knows—and, 
more curiously, nobody seems to | 
care—whether they are true or 


not. Actually, their importance ro- 


sides in the fact that in the final 
analysis it is the consumer’s opin- 
ione which spend the consumer’s 
dollars.” 

Based on 1003 face-to-face “sam- 


pling” interviews selected to ac- 


count for variations in income, size 
of town and location, the survey, 
was conducted in Wichita, Kan., 
Reading, Pa., Atlanta, Ga., Cleve- 
land, O., Prov’ience, R. I. Seattle, 
Wash., Beaumont, Tex., and Min- 
neapolis, Minn., by trained investi- 
gators, who sought out what is 
loosely termed the mark-:i for the 
“under-$5000 house.” Containing the 
greatest number of prospects, this 
“under-$5000" market has always, 
according to The Forum, been a 
marginal one—one where a sale in- 
volves stretching downward by the 
vendor and stretching upward by 
the buyer. Thus one major pur- 
pose of the survey is to “show the 
vendor how to stretch further down 
without splitting his business 
pants.” 
Home Still a Castle. 

To most people, a home is still a 
castle first, and an economic meth- 
od of keeping out the weather 
second, the survey results indicate, 
e’-ce the four out of five respond- 
ents favoring ownership gave as 
their two leading reasons “Like 
feeling of ownership” and “Like to 
fix to suit self,” these two account- 
ing for exactly 50 per cent of all 
motives for ownership. “Good in- 
westment,” the answer which any 
business man is expected to give, 
ranked a poor third. 

“The unexpectedly large 
played by the emotions is even 
more clearly revealed in two. sets 
of answers dealing with the fi- 
nancial responsibility involved in 
ownership,” the article continues. 
“Among the fifth who ‘prefer to 
rent,’ the dislike of financial re- 
sponsibility is the leading argu- 
ment against buying a home. And 
yet among a group which differs 
only in that it would ‘prefer to 
own, the financial responsibility 
dwindles to almost no problem at 
all. A simple difference of feeling 
about ownership is apparently euf- 
ficient to conjure up a responsibil- 
ity where none grew before. 

“Significantly, all arguments in 
favor of ownership are positive 
(‘like feeling of ownership,’ ‘more 
economical,’ etc.) while almost al] 
° vents in favor of renting are 
negative (‘can’t afford kind wanted,’ 
‘dislike financial responsibility, 
etc.). This suggest’ that wheréas 
one out of four plumped for rent- 
ing his home even he would still 
like to own one if it seemed at all 
possible.

To keep down initial expense, un- 
finished vanity, bench, hamper and 
medicine chest may be purchased 
and then enameled in the main 
color of the room.

In a room where a ceiling is ice 
blue, walls are slightly deeper and 
the floor is a deep blue, there are 
cheerful rose-red towels lapping 
over ice blue towel bars and a rose- 
red chenille rug on the deep blue 
floor. Ice blue also backgorunds a 
balancing color like beige. Shades 
of gray in the background act as a 
demure foil for touches of rose pink 


or the new shade called dawn, 
which is a soft rose tone.

If you are considering a powder 
room, perhaps you'd like this new 
department of your household to 
have walls of peach color and the 
ceiling coated the color of rich 
cream. On a deep sea-green floor, 
a cream toned rug will stand out 
attractively while towels of sea- 
green and a dressing table and sta- 
tionary fixtures of pale peach tint 
will complete the picture in most 
effective fashion. 

Another room which has a white 
ceiling has woodwork and blinds of 
silver gray, a black floor with a 
formal border and center star de- 
sign in white. The dressing table 
and chair are ivory white, while 
the top of the table is morning- 
glory blue, glassed over. The walls 
are also morning-glory blue. 

In a Georgian house, the ceiling 

of the powder room is bright coral 
pink, the walls shell-white. The 
pale blue floor is covered with a 
bright coral rug. Woodwork. and 
blinds are enameled white and the 
towels are white and deep blue. 
e Terra cotta red is used for the 
dado and dado rail of the powder 
room in a modern dwelling. Walls 
are gray and white, marbleized with 
paint. There are vertical mould- 
ings in terra cotta red running 
from ceiling to, floor in each cor- 
ner. The same hue is used in the 
enamel covering the dressing table 
and bench and the border around 
the mirror. The top of the bench 
is enameled black—as are the 
moulding and baseboard. The floor 
is deep gray. 


Flowering Bulbs 
For Living Room 


Women who want bright living 
rooms throughout the winter can 
have them from garden bulbs grown 
indoors. Blossoms can be had dur- 
ing the cold months, and windows 
may be filled much of the time with 
pots of brightly colored flowers. 

Nearly all of the bulbs that can 
be grown in the garden may be 
forced into bloom indoors. Some 
are grown in water, such as nar- 
cissus and hyacinth, but most other 
bulbs do best if grown in soil that 
is rich and mellow. 

Start with some of the simpler 
kinds, such as early tulips and 
hyacinths. Later, when more expe- 
rienced, try fresias, anemones, and 
perhaps Easter lilies. A pot of 
crocuses on the table or a small 
dish of grape hyacinths, may add 
brightness to otherwise dull months. 

For forcing, get the bulbs now, 
plant them in soil, water them, and 
set them in a cool dark place to 
develop the roots. This may take 
from two to 14 weeks, depending on 
the particular bulb. By bringing 
only a few pots out of storage at 
one time, continuous blooming can 
be had. When brought out of stor- 
age, the bulbs are put in a cool, 
sunny room to develop the tops. Fi- 
nally they may be taken to a warm- 
er room for blossoming. 

Lilies-of-the-valley, though not 
grown from bulbs, may be forced 
indoors. A large clump may be 
dug from the garden after it has 
frozen several times, or root-like 
pips may be had from the florist. 


When heating or cooling equip- 
ment is to be installed in a house, 
care must be taken to maintain the 
structural strength of the walls and 
partitions.

QUESTIONS BEFORE THE HOUSE 


Q. Is it possible to install an au- 

tomatic stoker for any furnace? 
F. H. 

A. Almost all domestic heating 
boilers or furnaces are adaptable to 
automatic-stoker-installation. The 
principal requirement for success- 
ful stoker operation is to have 
plenty of distance between the 
flame and the top of the firebox. 
Where this is lacking in the ordi- 
nary furnace it is often possible 
either to pit the stoker or raise the 
furnace or suspend a suitable baf- 
fle from the top of the firebox. Cer- 
tain tvpes of magazine-feed boilers 
are not adaptable to stoker installa- 
tion without fairly complicated baf- 
fling of the magazine section. Many 
of the stoker companies furnish 
units especially designed for their 
product, and the additional expendi- 
ture for such a unit is often justi- 
fied by greater operating efficien- 


| cies. 


Q. Can stucco walls ever be 


cleaned satisfactorily? 
HERBERT F. 

A. Portland cement stucco is not 
injured by the application of water 
or by water and cleaning materials. 
It may be cleaned by hose applica- 
tion of water and brushing with a 
wire or fiber brush, or it may be 
first cleaned by vigorous scrubbing 
‘with soap solution and fiber brush 
and then thoroughly rinsed with 
These treat- 


and smoke stains. If the stucco is 
unusually dirty, it may be washed 


with a solution of muriatic acid, , 


one part of acid to six or seyen 


parts of water brushed on with a 
fiber broom, after which it should 
be thoroughly rinsed with cold wa- 
ter to remove all traces of acid. 
For white cement stucco it is bet- 
ter to use a sulphuric-acid solu- 
tion, af the muriatic acid has a 
tendency to produce a _ yellowish 
tinge on white cement. 


Q. What is your advice as to the 
best material to put on the outside 
of a brick wall that has become 
porows? D. F. 

A. A satisfactory way to refin- 
ish your brick wall is to have it 
gone over and all the joints pointed 
up with a cement mortar of one 
part portland cement and _ three 
parts sand mixed with just enough 
water to permit to be worked into 
the joints. Then-paint the brick 
with a portland cement paint, which 
you can get from your local paint 
dealer,.and use as directed by the 
manufacturers. 


Q. Is it better to build the garage 
attached to the house or separate? 
B. R. 


A. If it can be located where it 
does not obstruct necessary light 
and air, it is better to build it as a 
part of the house. Separate ga- 
rages cut up the yard and make it 
difficult to develop any scheme of 
yard layout. An attached garage 
is more convenient and often im- 
proves the architectural appearance 
of the house. Placing the garage 
at the back of the lot is merely a 
habit inherited from the days of 
horses and carriages.

A recreation room with 
fireplace occupies part of the base- 
ment. The large areas with utility 
windows allow ample light here. 
Ateas in the terrace are grilled. The 
outside entrance to the basement is 
near the garage. The house is com- 
pletely insulated and heated by a 
winter air conditioned furnace with 
bin-fed stoker. 

The house faces south on a high 
lot with a gentle slope and has a 
number of fine old oak, elm and 
hickory trees. Cubage is 49,000 
feet and the cost has been estimat- 
ed roughly at 29 cents per cubic 
foot. The house was planned by 
F. Ray Leimkuehler, member of the 
St. Louis Chapter American Insti- 
tute of Architects.

With winter ahead, it is wise to 
examine the condition of gutters 
and downspouts. If gutters are not 
well cleaned and painted, they will 
soon begin to decay and when they 
leak they help decay the wood- 
work of the structure, soon mak- 
ing expensive repairs necessary.

In providing a satisfactory meth- 
od for heating low-priced houses 
three essential factors exist which 
not only affect the selection of the 
heating system itself but to a 
marked degree contro] the design 
of the dwelling as a whole. These 
factors are adequate capacity as re- 
lated to climatic severity, proper 
relation of heating-plant design to 
house design, and the use of an eco- 
nomical fuel.

There is a threefold purpose in 
using double floors when a new 
home is being built. 

These floors act as a structural 
brace to the whole frame when put 
on diagonally; they tend to lessen 
sound and prove a_ protection 
against dust penetration.* When 
economies are necessary, the sub- 
floor on the second floor may be 
omitted. 

A subfloor over the cellar will 
prevent dust from filtering through

RETURNS 10 AMERICA 


Concert Star Arrives With 
Sausage Under His Arm, 
Spinach Waiting at Hotel. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—-Arthur 
Rubinstein, noted pianist, strolled 
down thes Queen Mary's hooded 
gangplank the otker day, carrying 
& sausage under hig arm, 

He was shortly installed in a 
Park avenue hotel, and there on 

a table in his drawing room stood 
a basket of fruit, with a gayly col- 
ored can of spinach in the middle, 

Rubinstein carried the sausage 
into the United States because he 
likes that kind of sausage, The 
spinach was a gift, and this is the 
why of that: “I had a pupil, last 
summer from America,” he _  ex- 
plained. “She played well, but she 
the keys 
enough, so I said to her, ‘What you 
need is some of Popeye's spinach,’ 
and when I arrived she sent me 
some spinach.” 

Rubinstein is reintroducing him- 
self to America after a decade in 
other lands. He played the B flat 
Brahms concerto Thursday and 
yesterday with the New York Phil- 
harmonic Symphony under John 
Barbirolli, Tomorrow afternoon he 
will play the Tehaikowsky concerto 
with the same orchestra. 

He has traveled more than a 
million miles giving concerts, al- 
. | though he is not yet 50 years old, 
Last season, up to last sping, he 
was giving concerts in Europe, He 
had given 192 of them in every 
European country but Germany. 
Before April 17 he had made an- 
other brief tour of Italy, and had 
played the length of North Africa. 
After a Paris concert on Apri! 17 
he took ship with hig wife and two 
children for South America. There 


‘ihe played almost everywhere, fly- 


ing the Andes four times. He re- 
turned to his Paria home (a for- 
mer cobbler’a shop atop Mont- 
martre) for a day or so, and took 
a place once more, thig time for 
Australia. He played in Australia 
until October; arrived early this 
month in Paris, and now is doing a 
transcontinental tour of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada which will 
close late in February. After that 
he will go to the Orient. 

Rubinstein says he works so hard 
for the kick of it. 

“That's why artiste sometimes 
keep going too long,” he says. “You 
see actresses marry money, for ex- 
ample, and then see them steering 
back to the stage, not because they 
need money, but because they need 
applause. It's a drug.” 

Disconcertingly frank, Rubinstein 
confesses, that he is “98 per cent 
interested in women, and only 1 per 
cent in men.” 

One of the things out of his past 
which still makes him chuckle is 
his experience with Queen Vic- 
toria’s piano. He played the piano 
for the present Duke of Windsor. 
Unfortunately he forgot the instru- 
ment was a museum piece—it lit- 


- |erally fell to pieces under hia hands, 


The Duke was affability iteelf, but 
each time he has seen Rubinstein 
since he has asked, “When did you 
last break a piano?”

Steagall bill which created the 
housing authority, the Housing Ad- 
ministrator, Nathan Straus, is au- 
thorized to dispose of the projects 
by sale or lease. He is already ne- 
gotiating to lease three PW€A 
housing projects in Chicago to the 
local heusing authority. 

Local housing authorities are set 
up by city officials as a branch 
of municipal government in states 
where enabling legislation has au- 
thorized their stablishment, 

Straus’ aids said financial de- 
tails and the date for relinquish- 
ment of the projects would be 
worked out with each local author- 
ity. A number of unfinished low 
rent projects are expected to be 
completed within the next eight 
months, 

Out of the 51 projects inherited 
from P W A, the Straus agency atill 
haa 37 in the process of construc:

linquished by lease or sale, the 
properties will be managed by 
agents for the housing authority.

Josh Lee Proposes to Require 
Prosecution of Persons Taking 
Alcohol Inte Dry State,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.-—Sena- 
tor Josh Lee of Oklahoma asked the 
Justice Department today to draft 
amendments to the liquor laws to 
require Government prosecution of 
persons transporting or importing

Lee said the department had 
asked Whit Mauzy, United States 
Attorney at Tulsa, not to prosecute 
persons for importing liquor inte 
Oklahoma, which is constitutionally 
dry. 

Mauszy informed him, Lee said, 
the Treasury Department had ruled 
a state which did not have a permit 
system prohibiting Hquor importa- 
tion was not entitled to Federal 
protection, The Department of 
Justice concurred, 

“While Oklahoma does bar all 
importation, it does not have a per- 
mit system,” Lee told Attorney-

MILLIONAIRE SHARES 
HIS HOME WITH PUBLIC 


Jules Bache Donates Art Col- 
lection, and 3 Floors of Man- 
sion, to New York. 


By the Associated Presa, 

NEW YORK, Nov, 20,—Jules 
Bache has retired to the upper 
floora of his Fifth avenue mansion, 
and the public has moved in be- 
low, 

The flow of people is as yet small, 
for they are arriving by bus and 
afoot to see the Bache collection of 


art, which has been given to the 
State of New York, and was opened 
this week, And Bache is deter- 
mined that people shall not crowd 
uncomfortably, 

The reason is that the only New 
York millionaire who ever took the 
public as a joint tenant in his 
Own house has opened his fabu- 
lously valuable collection to the 
ublic before, usually as a charity 
benefit, The jam was so great no- 
body had a fair chance to see. 

Bache not only decided to live 
with the public; he has given the 
public the lion's share. There are 
five stories in the severely plain 
limestone house, and only two have 
been reserved for the owner. 

Nor has he moved out anything in 
those three floors, The paintings, 
~ Hals, Rembrandt, Goya, Titian, 

elasquez, Raphae) and many 
others, hang just where they hung 
while Bache was sole tenant, There 
are 64 in the catalogue, and since 
Bache believes that great art was 
meant to be lived with and used, 
his paintings were placed in the 
living quarters and made a part of 
his life routine.

The total value is estimated at 
about $10,000,000, although nobody 


‘could guess within a million or two, 


th. fluetuations of great art being 
what they are.

here also are two cabinets in 
which reat 30 oe Limoges 
enamels. A Madonna and child by 
Andrea Della Robbia hangs on the 
landing, and some other smaller 
objects of importance. 

The. back living-room on the sec- 
ond floor is given over to the Duten 
painters--there are three Rem- 
brands, two Van Dycks and two 
Hals, among others, and in addition 
a smal) collection of Italian Renals- 
sance bronze statuettes. 

The front room on the second 
floor is in cream, with gold trim, 
and as might be guessed, houses 
the French school in an atmosphere 
of Louig XVI furniture, Beauvais 
tapestry and some French sculp 
ture, 

Watteau's “The French Comedi- 
ans” and three Fragonard are 
among the chief features of the 
room—not excepting the tapestry, 
which is “The Peep-Show," done in 
17386 from a cartoon by Francois 
Boucher. 

Flemish, German and Englisn 
painters are similarly disposed in 
rooms designed to be lived in. Rugs 
are still in place, and lamps and 
furniture have not been disturbed,

ing his return, 


SHIVA TEMPLE ANIMAL LIFE 
LIKE SURROUNDING AREA'S 


Dr, H. BE. Anthony Thinks His Ex- 
pedition May Have Been “Some 
Centuries Too Early.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 20,-—-Disclos- 
ing that animal life on Shiva Tem- 
ple, an “island” in the Grand Can- 
yon, is no different from that of 
surrounding areas, Dr; Harold O&, 
Anthony said today his expedition 
was made “some centuries too 
early.” 

“Perhaps as time goes on and 
erosion gnaws away at the con- 
necting ridge,” he said in a report 
to the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History,” the present (animal) 
dwellers on Shiva may find it is 
not worthwhile to try to cross back 
and forth and then evolution may 
begin to work on this relatively 
small population. 

“In which event our expedition 
will seem to have been some cen- 
turies too early, but until someone 
went to the top and secured the 
animals this could not be known,” 

Prior to his visit to Shiva Temple 
it had been thought that centuries 
of isolation might have produced 
there mammals distinctly different 
from those of the adjacent areas.

valuation of $360,000, 

placed on the north approach of 

the Municipal Bridge, will be held 

at 9:30 a. m.

FNDS NEW RADIO WAVE 


So.Minutely Spaced It Must Be 
Measured in Millimeters, 
Prof. Williams Says, 


By the Associated Prese. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich. Nov. 20. — 
Prof, Neil H, Williams, a University 
of Michigan physicist. has produced 
radio waves so ama)) they are meas- 
ured in millimeters, They can be 
used in communication over short 


distances without interception and 
with little, if any, loss by absorp- 
tion, he says, adding that — trav- 
el im virtually a straight line and 
can be guided in any direction, 

The so-called “midget waves” 
were produced experimentally to 
substantiate a theory that ammonia 
gas would absorb ultra-short waves. 

Their practical application, espe- 
clally in ihe transmission of haval 
intelligence in war time, would be 
invaluable, he suggested in an in- 
terview recently, 

"Ultra short wave messages would 
not reach distant enemy vessels,” 
he explained, “and submarines with 
antennas Jower than a ship’s trans- 
mitter would be unable to intercept 
them at close range.” 

©. EB. Cleeton, a former graduate 
student, built the tubes used to pro- 
duce the short wave radiation. He 
employed the principle of the mag- 
netron, a two-electrode tube which 
operates within a magnetic field, 
The frequency band which the 
waves represent is so broad that 
many channels are possible in a 
narrow range of wave lengths, 
Speech and music have been trans- 
mitted successfully, but such tests 
om been made only in the labora- 
0 

Prof. Williame’ primary interest 
in ultra-ahort waves, however, is 
their relation to molecular strue- 
ture. “In practical application,” he 
said, “these waves, as a directed 
beam, may solve the problem of 
revenge rough fog and ultimately

New Type Insulation 
Makes De Soto Quieter 


“Blindfold” tests, conducted in a 
sound-proofed room, proved the ef- 
fectiveness of a newly-developed 
spray-on type of insulation used on 
the door and rear deck panels of 
the De Soto. 

De Soto engineers hung two doors 
of exactly the same construction 
from the ceiling of the room—side 
by side. One was treated with or- 
dinary sound-proofing material. The 
other was deadened with a new 
asphalt spray. L. M. Ball, De Soto 
insulation engineer, struck first one 
door and then the other with a 
heavy hammer. Blindfolded spec- 
tators were asked to point to the 
“deadest” door. 


person questioned pointed to the 
door treated with the new insulant 
as the least resonant of the two. 

Further tests, made with an ex- 
tremely sensitive cathode ray ma- 
chine, revealed that the insulant 
was at least 15 per cent more ef- 
fective than the specially treated 
padding used before and almost 
three times as efficient as spray-on 
materials developed heretofore. 

As a result of these experiments, 
the new material eas not only 
adopted for the doors but was also 
made standard for De Soto’s rear 
deck lids, to make them even quiet- 
er than before.

At Blackburn College, You've Got to 
Want an Education so Badly That You 
Will Do Hard Manual Labor to Get It.

F YOU had to get up and milk 
a cow every day before dawn in 
order to get a college education, 
would you do it? Would you bend 
over sinks of dirty dishes 15 hours 
out of every week for the privilege 
of attending an. institution of high- 


er learning? Would you bear with- 


out complaining the crick in your 
back that comes from pushing a 


| flat iron over never-ending baskets 


of leundry for two and one-half 
hours six days a. week? 
| If you would, you’re unusual—as 


unusual as the students who at- 
tend Blackburn College, a Presby- 
terian school dedicated to young 
people who have everything but 
money. 

I have just spent the day at 
Blackburn, beauty spot on the out- 
skirts of this pleasant little town 
of Carlinville, Ill, and watched the 
wheels go smoothly around in this 
university where 304 young men and 
women trade work for wisdom— 
where young men pour concrete and 
milk cows in exchange for the 
privilege of studying philosophy 
and chemistry and animal hus- 
bandry and where young women 
wash dishes and make beds and 
do the college laundry in exchange 


must pass an intelligence test.” 


For the past four years, Dr. Hud- 
son has been receiving on an av- 
erage of 4000 applications a year 
from young men and young women 
who see in Blackburn their only 
hope of getting a college education. 
Out of these thousands, some 300 
of the most worthy are sifted and 
in September arrive at Carlinville 
from all parts of the United States 
to take part in what was once con- 
sidered a fantastic and impractic- 
able educational idea. 

At the beginning of the school 
year, a list of work to be done 
about the college is handed to each 
student. If a young woman is in- 
terested in cake baking and thinks 
she can bake a decent cake, she is 
put in the bakery. If she likes fix- 
ing up pretty salads, she is made 
salad girl in the kitchen. If a boy 
is clever at electricity, he is made 
electrician, or if he likes outdoor 
work, he is placed in some job on 
one of the college farms. If it can 
be arranged, each student is  al- 
lowed to choose the work he or she 
prefers doing. 


At Blackburn, the students not 
only do all the work, but plan and 
manage it, too. A “work commit- 
tee” of four students plans the 
work program and doles out the 
various jobs. It’s up to this com- 
mittee to organize the work groups 


for the privilege of studying French 
and psychology and home eco- 
nomics. 

At Blackburn you've got to want 
an education so badly you'll work 
for it. The affluent state of your 
family’s finances cuts no swath on 
this campus; in fact, if your father 
has a well-padded purse, you’re au- 
tomatically ineligible to this insti- 
tution, which is more exclusive than 
the swankiest of Eastern schools. 
Money may buy your way into a 
school with a fashionable name, but 
to get into Blackburn you've got 
to prove that scraping up the $225 
which covers your room, board and 
tuition for one whole school year 
meant a real sacrifice to your fam- 
ily. In addition, your record must 
show that you ranked in the upper 
third of your high school class; you 
must have good health and a char- 
acter that your minister, doctor, 
banker and the man for whom you 
did odd jobs during vacation can 
speak of as “excellent” when ques- 
tioned by the college authorities. 
And besides all this you must, of 
course, be willing to work 15 hours 
a week at whatever task you are 
assigned once you are lucky enough 
to be enrolled in Blackburn. 

“Those requirements for admis- 
sion need but little qualifying,” ex- 
plained Dr. William M. Hudson, the 
man who pulled Blackburn out of 
its educational doldrums and made 
it a ‘self-help” college 25 years ago. 
“Besides that $225 for room, board 
and tuition, a student should have 
at least $50 and not more than $75 
a year extra to cover books and pin 
money expenses. If he can afford 
to spend more than this, he or she 
should go some place else. And then 
about the scholarship—worthy stu- 
dents ranking in the upper third of 
their ‘thigh school class are, of 
course, given preference. In some

F THERE’S one occupation that 
brings out the worst in women, it 
is shopping for shoes, take it 
from one who has been on the other 


side of the foot-rest for about a 
quarter of a century. “Women are 
so fussy about the way their legs 
and feet look,” he groaned. “With 
these knee-length skirts they pay 


as much attention to thelr shoes 
and stockings as they do their 
makeup and hats. It’s a good thing 
for business, I guppose, but it sure 
is tough on us salesmen.” 

_ The woman who breezes in, flings 
herself into a chair and simpers, 
“I don’t care what size you put on 
me, just so it’s a 4-B,” is one of the 
worst types he has to deal with. 
“She can’t get over the memory of 
that old 1% when she was married, 
even though she has put on weight 
and spread her feet to a 6C and 
has bunions that it’s worth your life 
to touch accidentally. 


“One afternoon a Negro couple 
came in, the woman to buy shoes. 
When I asked her what size, she 
replied, ‘always buy a T-A.’ At 
which her husband spoke up, ‘You 
buys a 7-A, you buys plenty of 
7-A’s. But you never wears a 7-A. 
Woman, you got my attic full of 
1-A’s.’ 

“You can’t convince a woman 
that her foot would look a lot bet- 
ter in the right size shoes,” this 
salesman continued. “Her stock 
protest is, ‘Well, if you can’t fit 
me in my size, I'll go somewhere 
else.’” 


Frequently she does, once she sees 
the clerk is hopelessly stranded on 
his footstool, surrounded by dozens 
of shoes she has tried on and dis- 
carded, or simply flung on the floor 
without so much as looking at them. 

She will leave even faster, the 
salesman grimaced, if you try to 
tell her she needs an arch-preserver 
shoe. “Ridiculous,” says she. “I 
never have worn anything but the 
lightest of shoes and I certainly 
don’t intend to begin wearing some- 
thing else now.” 

“What she doesn’t realize,” he re- 
sumed, “is that we are trying to 
help her. With the right kind of 
shoes, a foot that is all worn out 
and blah can be repoised. It doesn’t 
make any difference to the sales- 
person what kinds of shoes she 
buys. But any conscientious clerk 
wants to see a customer properly 
fitted, even though it would be a 
lot easier to give her exactly what 
she asks for.” 

Few women buy the shoes they 
came into a shop to get. And it 
isn’t always the clerks who influ- 
ence their decision. It’s just their 
inability to make up their minds 
ahead of time, and not chan 
them. That traditional failing 
makes the shoe salesman’s job all 
the tougher.

unprepared to shop for shoes,” the 
salesman explained, in the same 
tone one might use to scold a 
schoolboy for not having read the 
lesson before class. “Yes, sir, they 
come in here without a ghost of 
an idea of what they need or want. 
Lots of times they don’t intend to 
buy anything, anyway. They only 
want to kill a few minutes before 
it’s time for the next show down 
the street. Sure, we can spot that 
kind right off. They look at every- 
thing in the place, then get up and 
walk out, without so much as a 
‘thank you’ for all the time we 
spend on them. But I’m talking 
now about the woman who shops 
everywhere in town before she final- 
ly buys. She doesn’t even need to 
set foot in this shop to find out 
what we have. That’s what our 
windows are for. We spent a lot 
of money fixing up that store front. 
Almost every type of shoe we have 
is displayed out there in such a 
way that the customer can walk 
practically all the way around it, 
examine the height of the heel, the 
vamp, the color and the price.” 
But it’s asking too much of wom- 
en, he shrugged, to expect them to 
prepare for a shopping expedition. 
It is so much easier to flop down 
in an arm chair, light up a gasper, 
and leave the rest to the clerk. A 
customer may throw out a few 
hints, such as, “Let me see. I do 
have a black street dress, but I 


can wear my old patent leather 
pumps with that. And besides, it’s 
a year old. I don’t want to get any- 
thing more to go with it. How 
about something in brown? What? 
Oh dear no! I never wore a Cuban 
heel in my life. On second thought, 
brown won’t do either. Then I'd 
have to get a brown bag and gloves. 
You have? Well, now there’s an 
idea. All right, show me something 
in brown.” Then as the bewildered 
salesman heads for the stacks, she 
fires after him, “Don’t bring me al- 
ligator. I've loathed crawling things 
since I was a child!” 


It isn’t any easier for the clerk 
when a friend comes along to act 
in an advisory capacity. Mostly 
she just ‘doubles the trouble with 
chatter on irrelevant subjects and 
inane suggestions about which 
shoes do most for the feet. Any- 
thing that takes a customer's mind 
off the subject works a hardship 
on her salesman. For that reason, 
this clerk, for one, would rather 
she didn’t smoke while she’s being 
fitted, especially when the shop is 
busy. It always necessitates chas- 
ing after an ashtray—which, inci- 
dentally, she seldom prefers to the 
floor—and fishing in all his pock- 
ets for matches. As if he were 
hired to act as butler and nurse- 
maid for pampered matrons!

MOKING, however, is one of the 

minor offenses of his: difficult 

women customers, Mr. Salesman 
allowed, with some show of annoy- 
ance.

A cranberry can be judged by its 
bounce. Only those that are fresh, 
plump and firm have rebound when 
dropped. Avoid berries that are 
shriveled, soft or moist. Choose 


} those with high luster and good 


color. The most common berries 
are the large bright fruit ruddy 
as St. Nick’s nose. The smaller 
darker kinds are less tart than 
their big brothers, the light-colored 
sorts. In the markets the berries 
are kept in a dry, cool place until 
they are sold. When the fruit is 
delivered to you, hurry it into the 
refrigerator, otherwise moisture in 
the warm kitchen air wil] condense 
on the berries and cause them to 
sweat and decay. 

Bright color and sparkling taste 
make this berry an excellent ap- 
petizer. Use the bottled juice 
thoroughly chilled to precede a roast 
meat dinner, either alone or mixed 
with sweet pineapple juice, with 
cider, or with ginger ale. Merrily 
it smacks you on the tongue. Color- 
ful is the appetizer of chilled grape- 
fruit sections well doused with the 
red juice. 

And here is a recipe for proces- 
sing your own cranberry juice from 
the fresh or the quick-frozen fruit. 


CRANBERRY COCKTAIL. 

Four cups cranberries. 

One cup sugar. 

Six cups water. 

One-third cup lemon juice. 

Wash, pick over and grind cran- 
berries. Add sugar and_ water, 
bring to boiling point and boil three 
minutes.

REQUENT launderings, so 
F often disregarded in the care 

of gloves, particularly those 
of dark hues, is necessary to re- 
move the surface soil before it 
becomes embedded in the pores 
of the leather. The film of per- 
spiration, too, should be washed 
away before it rots the leather. 
Furthermore, since we are ac- 
customed to sending gloves to 
the dry cleaners, we should keep 
in mind that once cleaned this. 
way, they cannot be washed suc- 
cessfully at a later date. 

The first time you launder 
gloves, test the stability of the 
color by sticking a glove finger 
into a glass of lukewarm water 
(90 degrees Fahrenheit). Squeeze 
the leather to see if it bleeds. 
If the color runs out, use cooler 
water for washing and work 
double quick time. 

To shorten the washing time, 
use two bowls. Make a deep 
live suds of a mild flake or bead 
soap in one; fill the other with 
clear water of the same tem- 
perature. Put the gloves on 
your hands and plunge them 
into the suds. Use a soft com- 
plexion brush to apply the soap 
to soiled spots, and avoid rub- 
bing leather against leather, 
| Unsnap or spread the cuffs 
slightly and let the sudsy water 
flow inside to remove the hand 
soil. Then dip the gloved hand 


preference to other woods because 
of its beautiful grain and figure. 
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THE PROPER CARE OF GLOVES 


‘Into the clear water and rinse 
inside and out. Use the brush 
as necessary to hasten the re- 
moval of suds. Pat your hands 
with a towel or unstarched 
cheesecloth to remove as much 
moisture as possible. Roll the 
gloves off the hands up to the 
second knuckle, then pull off 
gently by the fingertip. Grasp 
the gloves by the cuffs, blow in- 
to the fingers and shape to 
proper length. The handling of 
chamois and doeskin tends to 
stretch the soft leather out of 
proportion. For this reason, 
some prefer to wash these leath- 
ers off the hands. A final rinse 
in suds will be useful in retain- 
ing the soft finish. 

Proper drying is essential. 
Gloves badly handled are stiff 
and hard like papershell al- 
monds, First, lay the gloves 
flat on a towel or a rack cov- 
ered with cheesecloth. Let them 
dry at room temperature. Two- 
toned gloves or those of a pre- 
determined bleeding color, 
should be immediately stuffed 
with white tissue paper. Like- 
wise colored and contrasting 
stitching should be wiped. 

Most important is the need 
for smoothing and pressing the 
&oves with the fingers to re- 
store the softness and pliability 
of the leather before it igs thor- 
oughly dry.

Three teaspoons baking powder.

One egg, slightly beaten. 

Three-fourths cup milk. 

One-fourth cup butter, melted. 

Mix and sift together flour, bak- 
ing powder, salt and sugar three 
times. Wash and pick over ber- 
ries, chop very fine and add to dry 
ingredients. Combine egg, milk 
and butter. Add to dry ingredi- 
ents, mixing only until all flour is 
dampened. Turn into greased muf- 
fin tins and bake in hot oven (425 
degrees) 25 minutes or until 
done. Serve hot. Approximate 
yield: Twelve medium-sized muf- 
fins.

One teaspoon prepared mustard.

Five tablespoons shortening. 

Six slices canned pineapple. 

Mix ham, eggs, bread crumbs, 
mustard, onion and salt. Shape in- 
to six flat patties.

It is caused by a 
slight agitation of the finger on 
the depressed key which causes a 
fluctuation of the tone between a 
given note and one perceptibly but 
minutely sharper. But that attri- 
bute of the instrument which allows 
the pitch to be raised at will for 
artistic effect, also makes it possi- 
ble for the slovenly performer to 
ay sharp without wanting to. 

a good clavichord tech- 
nique involves a control that must 
be as precise after the note is 
struck as before. This is not true 
of the piano nor of the harpsi- 
chord. The piano mechanism 
makes it impossible to affect the 
tone quality once the string has 
been struck. In the harpsichord a 
leather or metal thong, plucks the 
string and is gone.

@ FOR THIS REASON the harp- 
sichord player is less protected 
from mistakes by the mechanism 
of the instrument and, at the same 
time, is less at the mercy of a pure- 
ly mechanical element. This gives 
him a sense of being one with his 
instrument which is not possible to 
the piano player. Hence his claim 
that the clavichord has greater pos- 
sibilities of accent, nuance and 
legato than any other key-board in- 
strument old or new. 

Arnold Dolmetsch, the venerable 
master-builder of ancient instru- 
ments and performer thereon, will 
tell you that clavichord music is 
hopelessly brutalized when played 
on any other instrument—especial- 
ly the piano.

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HE is as beautiful as the aurora 
borealis, but to compare Greta 
Garbo on and off the screen is 
to compare De Laszlo with Leonar- 
do. The personality the public sees 
is magnetic, gay, tragic, sensitive, 
and wise; but other actresses ap- 
pear magnetic and sensitive, until 
the projector stops, and the illusion 
created by the director and his 
aids is dispelled. Only Garbo, when 
the properties are back in the box, 
put& on nobility with her mackin- 
tosh. In real life she possesses such 
a wealth of qualities, which the 
screen is technically incapable of 
reproducing, that, even if she had 
not the most beautiful face of our 
time; yet all other modern beauty 
would be ephemeral beside hers. 


Her skin ig smooth as marble, 
generally burnt lightly to an apri- 
cot honey color; her hair is bis- 
cuit colored and the finest spun 
silk and clean and sweetly smelling 
as a baby’s after its bath; her nose 
is so delicate and sensitive that she 
seems to be conscious: of perfumes 
too subtle for others to enjoy—the 
perfumes perhaps of her own beau- 
ty; her teeth are large and more 
glistening than pearls; her gen- 
erous mouth is more delicately con- 
trolled than it seems in photo- 
graphs; as for her eyes, there have 
never been such before, in expres- 
sion, so quizzical, compassionate and 
languorous, so deepset and of such 
unforgettable blue; they have large, 
dark irises, and boast lashes so 
long that it is impossible to believe 
that they are real, for only a few 
children have such a poetic growth. 
She has the tragic quality of a 
child. 


Lipstick and nail varnish are put 
to shame by her; she uses no make- 
up save a dark line like a symbol 
on her eyelids—a symbol of no 
period or fashion, original to our 
civilization, a symbol which only in- 
stinct created and yet which the 
world has copied.

Every 
shade of emotion was present in 
her characterization; the gaiety 
of the earlier scenes was not the 
old aloof gaiety; Garbo had become 
a loving, suffering, human being. 
When she was dyihg, she had the 
appearance not merely of being ill, 
but of having lain in bed for 
months; in her weakness she could 
not smile, but retained the pride of 
At moments she 
seemed to take on herself the wis- 
dom of Lilith, and it was because of 
these moments that afterwards we 
wondered whether she had been 
acting with real understanding or 
by instinct alone. 

If she is capable of such creation, 
she should be appearing on her own 
account in the roles which she 
alone can play. But perhaps her 
magic is only a freak of nature 
which leads our imagination to make 
of her an ideal she can never be.

Julius Caesar, In Modern 


Dress, Thrills Broadway 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20. 
DYNAMIC commentary on the 
state of the theater today is 
that Shakespeare not only was 

the most active playwright on 
Broadway last season, but his 
“Julius Caesar” is the most elec- 
trifying premiere that this season 
has presented. 

Not only have the Mercury 
Theater Players staged an extraor- 
dinary, clear production of this 
somewhat confusing play, but they 
have done it in such a manner that 
Shakespeare seems to be directing 
his remarks and conclusions at the 
present day dictatorships. 

The Mercury Theater is a newly 
organized group of young people, 
mostly the same actors who, led by 
Orson Welles and John Houseman, 
produced “Dr. Faustus” in the Fed- 
eral Theater last season. Their 
“Julius Caesar” is a thrilling docu- 
ment that directs its emphasis 
upon the movement and temper of 
crowds, the ironic threatg rather 
than the poetry of Shakespeare’s 
speech, It is played without scen- 
ery, but with lights picking out and 
emphasizing scenes or else giving 
a dazzling background in such a 
manner that scenery probably would 
only be superfluous. 

The actors are attired in modern 
clothes, but they all wear the same 
colored shirts, a sort of greenish 
hue. Not only does this attire sug- 
gest the sameness of Fascist cos- 
tume, but in the way the manu- 
script has been cut and emphasis 
placed on certain scenes the per- 
formance gives a definite mood that 
Shakespeare is commenting upon 
world politics today. Too, Joseph 
Holland who plays Julius Caesar 
so well, has a strong physical re- 
semblance to Mussolini. 

From the beginning that feeling 
of moving, massed crowds is built 
up so that the audience is soon in 
a mood that they would not have 
been surprised if Antony had sud- 
denly gone off into a dissertation 
about “The March on Rome.” 

Caesar is assassinated by a com- 
bination of his foes because he is 
personally ambitious. That point 
is underscored by the actors. 

But, they emphasize just as much 
the point that Caesar was a benev- 
olent dictator who left his fortune 
to the people and not to the state. 

Especially moving is the scene 
where George Courlouris, as An- 
tony, speaks: 

“Here is the will, 
Caesar’s seal. 

“To every Roman citizen he gives, 

“To every several man, seventy- 
five drachmas.” 

Too, he left to the people all his 
arbors and orchards and roads, in 
direct contrast to his life as dic- 
tator in which the state was su- 
preme to the people. 

Where Shakespeare believed 
character most important, this pro- 
duction makes “Julius Caesar” seem 
more concerned with action and 
revolution, with movements of the 


and under 
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multitude rather than thoughts and 
beliefs of individuals. 

The cast, looking upon them as 
a multitude, is all good. Curiously, 
the one performance that seems to 
be out of the mood of the produc- 
tion is that of Orson Welles, who 
both directed the play and played 
Brutus. His Brutus is more of an 
individual poetic performance of 
the character traditionally played 
by the old school of Shakespearean 
actors, rather than merging him- 
self into the impression of mass 
revolution that the other Mercury 
actors give.

“Tools of Satan’’ was his term for Jaeger 
and his associates. ‘“Obeying this church 
government is disobeying God,’’ he declared 
in a manifesto issued by agroup of clergy- 
men in Hamburg. He carried the warfare 
into the Protestant pulpits of predominantly 
Catholic Bavaria. 

For refusal to attend the consecration of 
Mueller as Reichsbishop, Bishop Meiser of 
Munich was sent to a concentration camp and 
was ordered deposed. Hitler and Mueller to- 
gether went to Munich to enforce the decree. 
But Niemoeller was there first, and Der 
Fuehrer was met by hisses and hostile e«- 
pressions in the city where Nagism had its 
beginning. 

Bishop Meiser was released from concen- 
tration camp, and was permitted to return to 
his office. In Nuremburg, a few days later, 
a public demonstration in his honor occurred, 
Catholics joining in the greeting to the 
Protestang leader. 


Favor Toward Pagan Cult. 
But the setuibbanten state did not abandon 


its idea of complete domination over the 
cultural life of the German people. It looked 
with favor on the conforming German (or 
Aryan) ,Christians, who accepted the control 
of the Government and furthered its anti- 
Jewish campaign. It showed eqyal or great- 
er favor toward the pagan cult which pro- 
posed restoration of Germany’s ancient 
deities, overthrown by St. Boniface 12 cen- 
turies ago. 7 

In his own pulpit, and in other Protestant 
churches of Berlin which were open to him, 
Pastor Niemoeller denounced the submis- 
sionists and the paganizers. He charged the 
Hitler regime with “falsification of religion,” 
and rebuked the pretension of those who had 
proclaimed the rule of National Socialism to 
be everlasting. 

“The Reich may last 1000 years, even 
2000 years,’ the preacher said, “‘but it will 
not last eternally.’’ He followed this with a 
sermon in which he decried attempts to dis- 
credit the New Testament concept of Chris- 
tian virtues, and to substitute a heroic atti- 
tude—‘“‘as if,’”’ he said, “there was only one 
possible position for a German to assume— 
that of Prometheus or Lucifer, the pose of a 
defiant Triton. 

“To Christians,’’ the resolute 
said, “Christ has no nationality. We must 
resist the tremendous current of anti- 
Christian activity, which is pushing the spirit 
of mercy into the background. We must 
fight for an active, not merely a passive, 
Christianity.

But there stood up one in the Council, 
a Pharisee named Gamaliel, a doctor of 
the law, had in honor of all the people, 
and commanded to put the men forth a 
little while. 

And he said unto them, “Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves as touch- 
ing these men, what ye are about to do. 
For before these days rose up Theudas, 
giving himself out to be somebody; to 
whom a number of men, about four hun- 
dred, joined themselves; who was slain; 
and all, as many as obeyed him, were 
dispersed, and came to nought. After 
this man rose up Judas of Galilee in the 
days of the enrollment, and drew away 
some of the people after him; he also 
perished; and all, as many as obeyed 
him, were scattered abroad. 

“And now I say to you, refrain from 
these men, and let them alone; for if this 
counsel or this work be of men, it will 
be overthrown; but if it is of God, ye 
will not be able to overthrow them; lest 
haply ye be found even to be fighting 
against God.” 

And to him they agreed; and when 
they had called the apostles unto them, 
they beat them and charged them not to 
speak in the name of Jesus, and let them 
go. They therefore departed from the 
presence of the Council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer dis- 
honor for the Name. And every day, in 
the temple and at home, they ceased not

Sermon Which Brought Down Wrath 
Of Hitler Upon Pastor Niemoeller 


The preacher then, with a phrase of 
apostolic salutation, began his discourse: 


Yet doth God remain Israel’s solace! 
Grace be to you and peace from 

God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen. 


It was a moment critical beyond measure 
in the life of the Church. The Apostles 
had violated the injunction to silence 
which the authorities had laid upon them. 
Yes, they had declared openly: ‘“‘We ought 
to obey God rather than men.” In open 
court they moved to the attack, accusing 
their judges of murdering God’s own Son, 
the Savior, in order to bring home to them 
the need of repentance and the promise of 
forgiveness of sins. And then we read: 
“When they heard that, they were cut to 
the heart, and took counsel to slay them.”’ 


At that moment the lawyer Gamaliel 
appeared and we must acknowledge that it 
was only through his. intercession that the 
Apostles were released and the congrega- 
tion enabled to continue existing and work- 
ing. Thus our feelings toward him are 
akin to gratitude, for doubtless he was a 
clever, decent and pious man. Would that 
in these days of crisis for the Church 
through which we are passing there were 
even a single leader of renown clever 
enough to appeal to reason, pious enough 
to exhort to reverence of God, decent 
enough to call for truth. Perhaps even 
today his voice would be heeded. Per- 
haps, then, no such frivolous moral judg- 
ment would be passed as in last Friday’s 
press under the title ‘A Call to Disobedi- 
ence’’—a matter upon which the Prussian 
Council of Brethren has yet to act. Today 
I shall say only this about it—but this I 
must say,

We abide, and shall continue to abide, 
by this rule: God must be obeyed, rather 
than man. Thus it is today as it was then; 
and in this situation the counsel of Gama- 
liel (to the authorities) is a wise counsel, 
for it is unwise to create martyrs in a 
cause one wishes to conquer. Moreover, 
it is a counsel morally beyond question, 
for it is immoral to fight against convic- 
tions with the power of the sword. It is 
also a pious counsel, for it is impious to 
anticipate the judgment of God which man 
cannot know. 

Would, then, a new Gamaliel help us— 
if he were to proclaim real freedom of 
raith and conscience? 


Let us not, beloved congregation, de- 
ceive ourselves! The High Council ac- 
cepted Gamaliel’s plea for freedom of faith 
and released the prisoners; but they did 
not escape the lash and a new injunction 
to keep silent. “‘And when they had called 
the Apostles, and beaten them, they com- 
manded that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go.” And in 
the very next chapter of the Acts of the 
Apostles the storm of the first Christian 
persecutions gathers in the distance.

GOVERNMENT AS LAW-BREAKER.

Supreme Court last week. We say welcome because 
it affords the court the opportunity for overruling 
the 5-to-4 decision of 1928 which upheld the despi- 
cable trickery of wire-tapping by Federal agents. 

The pending case, which arose in New York, is on 
all fours with that of Olmstead et al vs. the United 
States (277 U. S. 438), which came up from Seattle, 
Wash., during the heyday of Volsteadism a decade 
ago. Prohibition agents then were stooping to al- 
most anything, and in an attempt to break up rum- 
running in Seattle, they employed an expert line- 
man who inserted small wires along eight telephone 
lines leading to the homes and central office of four 
partners in the liquor ring. After nearly five months 
of listening in, they used the evidence obtained by 
eavesdropping to convict the men of conspiracy to

The 
Communications Act of 1934 explicitly prohibits the 
interception of communications and the disclosure 
of their contents without the permission of the send- 
er. And yet the Government, through its counsel, 
is contending that when it listened in on some 500 
telephone conversations of four bootleggers of alcohol 
through the Port of New York, it did not break 
the law! “Intercept,” says the Government, means 
to “stop,” whereas the agents did not “stop” the 
conversations, but merely overheard them during 
the course of transmittal! 

Fortunately, there is good ground for hope that 
the 1928 decision will in effect be overruled. Jus- 
tices Brandeis, Stone and Butler are still on the 
court. Only Justices McReynolds and Sutherland 
remain from among the five who upheld wire-tapping. 
Changes in personnel have been such that the deci- 
sion may conceivably go against the Government by 
6 to 3 or even 7 to 2. Indeed, there is the possibility 
that the pending case will be so distinguished from 
the Seattle case as to produce a unanimously ad- 
verse ruling. One reason for passing the Communi- 
cations Act was to outlaw the kind of “dirty busi- 
ness” practiced at Seattle in the Olmstead case.

how new inventions affect the labor market. Rifting 
the gloom of technological unemployment, he classi- 
fies new mechanical developments under two heads: 
labor-saving and labor-creating machines. He thinks 
that under the proper functioning of capital, the 
number of men displaced by the invention of labor- 
saving machinery should be offset by those given 
jobs manning machines manufacturing new products, 
supplying new needs. 

Mr. Kettering goes on to criticise bankers for 
their backwardness in lending money for the de- 
velopment and manufacture of products which would 
open up new markets and create new jobs. His point 
strikes us as particularly timely, in view of the wide- 
spread sentiment for the revision of the Federal 
undistributed profits tax. For bankers are not to 
be blamed too severely if, in view of this tax, they 
are slow to make loans for building new plants. 

A business man of good reputation and sound 
credit recently went to a bank in one of our large 
cities and asked for a loan of $200,000 to set up a 
plant to manufacture a new product—a labor-creat- 
ing venture. The banker listened sympathetically, 
then inquired as to the plan for repaying the loan. 

The would-be entrepreneur replied that he would 
repay it at the rate of $25,000 a year, out of the 
profits, The banker countered that this was im- 
practicable, because the undistributed profits tax 
would take such a large share of his earnings as to 
make such payment doubtful. - Result: the loan 
was not made, the plant was not built, the jobs 
were not created. 

This example would seem to make it.clear that re- 
vision of the undistributed profits tax is not an end 
sought primarily to enable men who have money to 
make more, but rather to remove an obstacle which 
is blocking the smooth working of our whole eco- 
nomic machinery. We are justified in the hope that 


if the obstacle is removed, an expansion of industry 
| will ensue which wi!l give employment to both idle 


capital and idie men. It would be naive to argue 
that tax reform would cure all our economic wor- 
ries, but it is one trouble which we can put our 
finger on and which we should lose no time in 


| remedying.

been created by research and invention. 

Meanwhile, labor-saving inventions have 
also been at work. They have produced 
automatic machinery, standardized assem- 
bly lines, and all the rest which enables 
one man to do the work of two. That is 
fine. It has made products cheaper, so that 
they can be enjoyed by all, and in so doing 
has broadened markets and contributed to 
human happiness. 

. « 

So many people, when they speak of sci- 
entific development, have in mind only the 
labor-saving variety. They say it has gone 
ahead too fast, that we have not been able 
to absorb it. Now, my idea is just the op- 
posite. The trouble is that technological 
development is behind the procession. We 
haven't had enough of it in recent years; 
haven't created enough new industries. As 
a research man, I’m willing to take part of 
the blame for this. But not all. The bank- 
ers and business men cannot escape their 
responsibility. 

It works this way: Suppose the research 
man has a labor-saving idea. He takes it 
to the head of the company and says: “This 
new process will cost $1,000,000 to install, 
but it will save $400,000 a year in payrolls.” 

The president of the company and the 
bankers can see that. They understand 
bookkeeping. They appreciate balance 
sheets. And it is proper that they should. 


But now our research man has another’ 


idea, a labor-creating idea. He goes to the 
boss again. “If we put $1,000,000 into re- 
search,’ he says, “I think we can develop 
a brand-new product, possibly a new in- 
dustry running into millions a year. It’s a 
good chance. But, of course, we may fail 
entirely.” 

The business man and the bankers are 
aghast. Why, this research féllow hasn’t 
even a blueprint of what he is going to do, 
and he wants us to give him $1,000,000 to 
throw down the sewer! 

Any bookkeeper can understand a labor- 
saving invention; only a man of imagination 
can understand a labor-creating invention. 
And not all men who hold the purse strings 
have the right kind of tmagination. 

That’s one reason labor-creating has not 
gone further ahead of labor-saving. That's

Because I have had some success along 
research lines, my opinion is sometimes 
asked on questions of politics, legislation, 
government and economics. I should like 
very much to oblige, but I cannot. 

But this I can say: However large our 
troubles may loom, from time to time, noth- 
ing can stop the progress of this country. 

I think the next 10 years are going to see 
a complete renaissance in engineering and 
scientific development, in labor-creating in- 
vention. It is all ahead of us. At every 
period in time, there is somebody to say, “T 
don’t see what there is now to be done.” Go 
out and look, 

Take any book that gives you the history 
of an industry. Tear out the back half of 
it; read up to there; and you will think that 
industry is finished. . 

If we can cast off the bugaboo of “Your 
world is finished,” and put in its place 
“The world is begun,” we have a marvelous 
place to live and a marvelous future ahead 
of us.

the C. G. T. and of the local trade 
unions secretaries belong to the 
Communist Party, the C. G. T.

Even many 
former leaders of the C. G. T. U. 
are steadily becoming more and 
more Syndicalist and less and less 
Communist. The truth is that most 
of them never really were Marxists 
and rallied to the Communist 
Party because it was revolutionary 
and the C. G. T. had become ‘re- 
formist.’ Leon Jouhaux, who is still 
General Secretary of the C. G. T., 
as he was before the war, is once 
more the, revolutionary Jouhaux 
whom I knew a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 
French Temperament. 

In my opinion, Syndicalism is 
much more suited to the French 
temperament than Marxist Social- 
ism, or, as it is now usually called, 
Communism. Perhaps, as regards 
their ultimate ideals, there is less 
difference between the Marxists and 
the Syndicalists than they think, 
but they differ profoundly about the 
methods of attaining their ideals. 
The French would never accept a 
system of State Capitalism, such as 
at present exists in Soviet Russia, 
however much they might be told 
that it was only a_ transitional 
stage. The totalitarian state in 
any form is detestable to French- 
men. In any case, the revival in 
France of anti-parliamentarism of 
the Left and revolutionary Syndi- 
calism has become very marked re- 
cently and seems likely to have im- 
portant consequences. It would 
not surprise me if the Socialist and 
Communist Parties were ultimately 
swamped by the C. G. T. 

mn Unlikely. 

An amalgamated Socialist-Com- 
munist Party might be better able 
to come to terms with the C. G. T. 
than the two existing parties, but, 
even if that be so, the amalgama- 
tion is not likely to come in time 
to prevent a breach with the C. 
G. T. The immediate cause of 
the great revival of revolutionary 
Syndicalism and anti-parliamentar- 
ism is the failure of the People’s 
Front, for it has failed and it can 
hardly hold together much longer. 
And the ultimate cause of the fail- 
ure was the foreign-policy of the 
People’s Front Government, or 
rather its lack of any policy of its 
own and its subservience to the 
British Foreign Office. Leon 
Blum’s capitulation to the British 
Government on Aug. 8, 1936, on the 
question of Spain was deeply re- 
sented by nine-tenths of his fol- 
lowers, and now that the disastrous 
consequences of the capitulation 
are evident the resentment is deep- 
er than ever. 

In the last days of July, 1936, 
Leon Blum had decided to give ev- 
ery facility to the Spanish Govern- 
ment for obtaining war material in 
France. A letter that he wrote to 
the Spanish Embassy in Paris, giv- 
ing full particulars of what he was 
prepared to Jo, came into the hands 
of the Italian Government, no doubt 
by the treachery of somebody in 
the Spanish Embassy favorable to 
Franco, and was published by the 
Italian press some months later. 
Among other things Pierre Cot, the 
French Air Minister, had authorized 
the French airplane manufacturers 
to sell to the Spanish Government 
all the airplanes ready for deliv- 
ery to the French army. 

On Aug. 2, 1936, the French Gov- 
ernment decided to propose to the 
other Governments a policy of 
‘non-intervention’ in Spain, but it 
was clearly indicated that the 
French Government would not put 
an embargo on exports of war 
material to Spain unless and 
until all other governments did the 
same. The British Foreign Office 
got wind of the arrangements made 
by Leon Blum with the Spanish 
Government, and between Aug. 2 
and Aug. 8, Sir George Clerk, who 
was then British Ambassador to 
Paris, called on Yvon Delbos, the 
French Foreign Minister, and in- 
formed him that if, by reason of 
the deliverv of French war material 


to the Spanish Government, France

got into trouble with Germany, the 
British Government would not re- 
gard a German attack on France 
as an unprovoked aggression and 
the Treaty of Locarno would there- 
fore not come into operation. This 
was in reality mere bluff. The 
British Government will always go 
to the aid of France if that coun- 
try is attacked by Germany because 
it will never run the risk of allow- 
ing the French channel ports to be 
in German hands. 


Blum’s Surrender. 

Leon Blum no doubt knew that 
it was bluff, but the three leading 
Radical Ministers—Delbos, Edmond 
Daladier, Minister of War, and Ca- 
mille Chautemps, the present Prime 
Minister—threatened to resign un- 
less the French Government imme- 
diately put an embargo on the ex- 
port of all war material to Spain. 
At a Ministerial Council held on 
Aug. 8, 1936, the matter was dis- 
cussed. The Cabinet was divided 
on the question, but finally Blum 
gave way to the Radicals and the 
embargo demanded by them was 
decided on. 

Before the Ministerial Council 
was held, the C. G. T. brought 
strong pressure on Blum to stand 
firm even if the Radical Ministers 
carried out their threat of resigna- 
tion and even if it meant the break- 
up of the People’s Front. The view 
of the C. G. T. was that if Blum 
stood firm and if the Radical Min- 
isters resigned, the Radical party 
would split in two and Blum would 
retain a diminished majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies. In any case, 
the C. G. T. held that it was better 
to take the risk than to betray the 
Spanish Government under British 
pressure. 

The Communist party at first 


‘supported the C. G. T. in this ac- 


tion, but backed out at the last 
moment for reasons of internal 
politics. This actian on the part 
of the Communists is resented by 
the C. G. T. to this day. The re- 
sult was that the French Govern- 
ment put on an embargo and 
stopped the export of war material 
to Spain while the German and 
Italian governments discussed the 
question of “non-intervention” for 
a month before they agreed to it, 
and meanwhile poured into Spain 
war material and even troops for 
Franco. As everybody knows the 
“non-intervention” agreement never 
was observed by Germany or Italy 
after they had signed it. This is 
what is so deeply resented by the 
French workmen. 


Had Blum Stuck—? 


Had Blum stuck to his original 
policy in regard to Spain, he could 
have induced the French workmen 
to allow the Government to go more 
slowly in the application of the 40- 
hour week and other social meas- 
ures. As it was, he was obliged 
to push those measures too quickly 
in the hope of allaying the discon- 
tent caused by the Spanish policy 
of the Government. The incom- 
petence of Vincent Auriol, the Min- 
ister of Finance, did the rest and 
the People’s Front Government suc- 
cumbed to the attack of the great 
financial interests. The Govern- 
ment that has succeeded it is not 
really in People’s Front Govern- 
ment, but a coalition of Right wing 
Radicals and Right wing Socialists 
to which the inclusion of Leon 
Blum, Pierre Cot and one or two 
others gives a delusive People’s 
Front appearance. 

The Spanish policy was only the 
first of the many blunders in for- 
eign policy made by the Blum Gov- 
ernment. After a year of office, 
that Government has left France in 
a worse position than she has ever 
been in for half a century. Nearly 
all her Eastern friends and allies 
have been alienated. This is now 
recognized by an increasing num- 
ber of French workmen, but it is 
the betrayal of Republican Spain 
that rankles most and the downfall 
of the Blum Government really 
dates from that betrayal. 

The consequence of all this is 
that a rapidly increasing number 
of French workmen say that they 
are disgusted with all the political

MISSOURI TEACHERS 
CLOSE 7TH MEETING 


Pageant, ‘Horace Mann — 
Torchbearer’, Marks the 
Final Session. 


The Missouri State Teachers’ As- 
sociation closed its seventy-fifth 
annual meeting here yesterday. 

Formed in St. Louis in 1856, but 
not always holding a convention 
annually in the past, it has at- 
tained a new record of member- 


ship, exceeding 24,000 men and 
women. There are fewer than 1000 
Missouri teachers who are not 
members. 

Horace Mann, famous educator, 
attended the 1856 session on his 
first visit to Missouri. It was just 
100 years ago that he began his 
work in the development of the 
modern school, as secretary of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Edu- 
cation. In his honor, a pageant, 
“Horace Mann—Torchbearer,” was 
presented at the closing general 
session yesterday. The actors were 
teachers and students of Southeast 
Missouri State Teachers’ College, 
Cape Girardeau, and of the public 
schools of that city. The author 
was Miss Dorothy Eckelmann, a 
grade school teacher at Cape Gir- 
ardeau. 

The pageant was preceded by an 
address by Belmont Farley of 
Washington, publicity director for 
the National Education Association, 
who declared that universal educa- 
tional opportunities were far from 
an accomplished fact in the Unit- 
ed States. He depicted the great 
gap between the best and poorest 
American schools. 

Friday night the convention was 
addressed by Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who spoke mainly in a 
simple exposition of the theory 
motivating her husband’s New Deal 
in government. 

The assembly approved commit- 
tee recommendations including the 
following: Proposal for an initia- 
tive proposition in next November's 
general election for creation of an 
appointive State Board of Educa- 
tion, replacing the elective State 
Superintendent of Schools; contin- 
ued advocacy of a teachers’ retire- 
ment pay system; adherence to the 
policy of appropriting one-third, of 
general State revenue to the school 
fund; a thorough study of financ- 
ing of Missouri schools at the as- 
sociation’s expense, for submission 
to a Governor’s commission for 
recommendations for improvement 
of education; adequate pay for 
teachers and increased pay for Mis- 
souri legislators; higher standards 
for rural education. 

William E. Goslin, superintendent 
of Webster Groves schools, was 
elected first vice-president. Under 
a new constitutional provision, he 
will automatically become president 
a year hence. The new president 
is William F. Knox of the faculty 
of Warrensburg State Teachers’ 
College. They and other new of- 
ficers assumed their duties yester- 
day.

there must be something demoral- 
izing in the parliamentary system 
and that the only hope is in the 
C. G. T. and in “direct action.” 
Leon Blum’s influence, once s0 
great, has been seriously impaired, 
and he and his group have only a 
small majority on the newly-elected 
national executive of the Socialist 
party. 
A Serious Possibility. 

The formation by the C. G. T. of 
a non-parliamentary Government 
is seriously contemplated. A Gov- 
ernment composed wholly or part- 
ly of persons not members of Par- 
liament would not in itself be un- 
constitutional. The French Con- 
stitution does not require Ministers 
to be members of the Senate or 
the Chamber of Deputies and, al- 
though there has never yet been a 
French Prime Minister who was 


not either a Senator or a Deputy, 


there have often been other Min- 
isters who were neither. Would 
the President of the Republic, how- 
ever, consent to ask Leon Jouhaux, 
for instance, to form a Cabinet and, 
if he did consent, would such a 
Cabinet obtain a majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies? The answer 
to both these questions is doubt- 
ful, but the Syndicalists say that 
they would do without the consent 
of the President of the Republic 
and the approval of the Chamber, 
if necessary. That would mean 
something very like a revolution, 
for a Government existing in such 
conditions would clearly be uncon- 
stitutional. 

I do not say that this will hap- 
pen, for I do not know whether it 
will happen or not. But I do say 
that it is at least possible. 


A 
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VALEY ASSOCIATION 
TO MET TOMORROW 


Industrial and Waterways 
Group Will Formulate Stand 
on Legislation. 


The Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion, representing industrial and 
waterways leaders in the midcon- 
tinental area, will formulate its 
position toward prospective nation- 
al legislation at its nineteenth an- 
nual convention at the Hotel Stat- 
ler tomorrow and Tuesday. 

The stand it will take already 
has been indicated by its board of 
directors, which opposes the fol- 


lowing legislative proposals: 

The “Regional Authorities 
Bills” to zone the country into 
seven sections for regional devel- 
opment along T V A lines. , 

The Black-Connery bill to reg- 
ulate wages and working hours in 
industry. 

Pending legislation to limit 
train lengths to 70 cars, to in- 
crease the size of train crews 
and to shorten the railroad work- 
ing day from 8 to 6 hours without 
decrease in pay. 

Parts of the executive reorgan- 
ization bill. 

Most of these measures have 
been proposed since the conven- 
tion met here a year ago so that 
this meeting offers the association 
its first opportunity to speak on 
them as a whole. Its policy will 
be embraced in the report of the 
resolutions committee which will 
come before the association Tues- 
day afternoon. The directors, in 
opposing the bills, acted under 
powers which they exercise  be- 
tween conventions. 


Flood Control Funds. 

Demand for release of funds ap- 
propriated by Congress for a 
$600,000,000 flood control program 
for the Mississippi River system 
is another important action which 
will be urged upon the convention. 

These appropriations, totaling 
$45,000,000, were made by Congress 
last summer to start work on the 
program laid out in the Overton 
and Copeland-Wilson Flood Con- 
trol acts. These two pieces of legis- 
lation authorize construction of 
reservoirs and control works to 
impound flood waters on the major 
tributaries of the Mississippi and 
spillways and channel straighten- 
ing projects to speed drainage on 
the lower stretches of the river. 

The association held a_ special 
meeting on flood control here in 
March after the record winter 
flood on the Ohio River. Since 
then dissatisfaction has grown be- 
cause of executive delay in mak- 
ing available for construction the 
funds which Congress has appro- 
priated, Lachlan Macleay, execu- 
tive vice-president of the associa- 
tion, said. 

The keynote speech on flood 
control will be given at the open- 
ing session tomorrow morning by 
Congressman Will M. Whittington 
of Mississippi, chairman of the 
House Flood Control Committee. 
The Black-Connery bill will be dis- 
cussed on the first day by Con- 
gressman W. J. Driver of Arkan- 
sas, an opponent. 

The association’s sympathy with 
the opposition to the three ,rail- 
road labor bills is emphasized by 
its invitation to a railroad repre- 
sentative, R. V. Fietcher, general 
counsel of the Association of 
American Railroads, to speak at 
its dinner tomorrow night. Never 
before, Macleay said, has a rail- 
road man spoken on the dinner 
program although the association 
often sides with railroads on mat- 
ters which do not conflict with its 
championship of waterways. 
Fletcher will discuss the railroad 
labor bills, which, it is contended, 
will add greatly to the cost of 
transportation. 


Regional Authority Bills. 


John D. Battle, executive secre- 
tary of the National Coal Associa- 
tion, will speak on the regional 
authorities bills on the afternoon 
of opening day. The association 
leadership fears that either this 
legislation or the section of the 
executive reorganization bill creat- 
ing a Federal Department of Pub- 
lic Works would remove jurisdic- 
tion over flood control and water- 
ways development from the United 
States Army Engineering Corps 
and result in delay, duplication of 
work and instability in administra- 
tion. 

Three regional authorities bills 
are pending in Congress, the Nor- 
ris bill in the Senate, and its com- 
panion measure in the House, both 
of which propose direct creation 
of the seven regional authorities, 
and the Mansfield bill in the 
House, which would empower the 
President to institute hydro-elec- 
tric projects within the zones into 
which the country would be divid- 
ed, 

Luncheon and Dinner. 

Arthur J. Weaver, president, will 
call the convention to order at 10 
a. m. tomorrow. Weaver, a former 
Governor of Nebraska, last year 
succeeded Robert Isham Randolph 
of Chicago, longtime president of 
the association. 

A joint luncheon will be held 
Tuesday with the Chamber of 
Commerce, Dr. W. F. Gephart, a 
vice-president of the First National 
Bank, will speak on the undistrib- 
uted profits and capital ' gains 
taxes, sharing the program with 
Gov. Nelson G. Kraschel of Iowa. 
General sessions will be held in the 
morning and afternoon both days 
of the convention. 

Delegations from 28 states have 
notified Macleay that they will 
attend. Dinner speakers besides 
Fletcher will be Brigadier-General 
E. M. Stayton of Kansas City, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, and James E. Gheen 
of New York. The new chief of 
the Army Engineers, Major-Gen- 
eral Julian L. Schley, will speak on 
the opening program.

Christ called ‘false shepherds and 
hirelings.’ Any reorganization of the 
church can be effected only from 
the standpoint that God alone is 
lord of the church.” 

His sermon of June 27, profound- 
ly spiritual and uncompromising in 
tone, compared the leaders of 
Christianity in Germany to the 
apostles, led by Peter, who suffered 
persecution in the early years of 
Christianity, but who refused obe- 
dience to the decrees which, if 
obeyed, would have stifled the new 
faith in its cradle. He was arrested 
July 1. 

The charge against him, incite- 
ment to rebellion, has been made 
public by the Nazi authorities, but 


sible advantage to the authorities 
is seen in these tactics. Since the 
first heat of indignation over the 
pastor’s arrest passed, the lack of 
his leadership has been seriously 
felt by his sympathizers remaining 
at liberty, and no one else has been 
able to raise funds for financing 
the resistance as Niemoeller did. 

Prof. Gerhard Jacobi, in charge 
of the etiN defiant Dahlem congre- 
gation, announced last week that 
the number of pastors and laymen 
imprisoned by the Nazis had in- 
creased to 112; 37 confessional pas- 
tors had been suspended without 
imprisonment; 36 had been ex- 
pelled from their parishes, and 31 
forbidden to preach Prof. Jacobi, 
arrested last summer, was acquit- 
ted by a Berlin court. 

Since hig incarceration, word has 
come from Niemoeller to his follow- 
ers “not to lament, but to praise and 
thank God.” 

Refuses Conditional Freedom. 

In an attempt to avoid a trial, the 
Nazi authorities offered Niemoeller 
his freedom, on the condition that 
he refrain from public leadership 
of the church’s crusade against its 
enemies. He refused to make such 
a promise. 

That the imprisoned leader is in 
grave personal danger is recognized. 
A former pastor of the American 
Church in Berlin, in a recent state- 
ment, hinted at these dangers by 
saying: “If it were to be an- 
nounced that Niemoeller had 
hanged himself in jail, not 20 per- 
sons in all Germany would believe 
it.” 

A manifesto, inspired by Niemoel- 
ler, has been issued by his minis- 
terial brethren since his arrest. It 
declared that the church “being 
bound by the word of God, cannot 
obey” certain of the state’s decrees, 
such as those against teaching and 
training candidates for the clergy, 
against handling its own financial 
matters, and against public discus- 
sion of church elections and public 
reading of the names of those who 
have quit the church. 

Of Peasant Ancestry. 

Pastor Niemoeller is 47 years old, 
and is of Westphalian peasant an- 
cestry. As a youth, he wished to 
study for the ministry, but his par- 
ents, who could riot afford the cost 
of a theological course, sent him 
to the state-supported Naval Acad- 
emy at Kiel. Sons of the nobility 
filled the regular line of naval pro-

motion, but it was possible for a 
poor and ambitious young man to 
advance in the then new branch of 
submarine service, and Niemoeller 
entered that service. 

As navigation officer of the U-73, 
he made that craft known as the 
scourge of the Mediterranean. The 
U-73 sank a British cruiser and 
sowed mines around the fortress of 
Malta. The whole British Mediter- 
ranean fleet joined in the pursuit 
of the U-73, which was obliged to 
hide and was given up for lost. 

Won Iron Cross in War. 

When he __ returned, Niemoeller 
was placed in command of the 
U-151, which for four months preyed 
on the merchant vessels of allied 
nations. By his feats in the Atlan- 
tic, Niemoeller won the Iron Cross 
and a popular ovation. In the latter 
part of the war, commanding the 
U-67, he sank three troop ships, 
and was bombed by French air- 
planes. Ordered to report to Scapa 
Flow for surrender at the war’s end, 
he ignored the order. 

Returning to Germany, Niemoel- 
ler found himself obliged, in spite 
of his distinction in the national 
service, to work as a farm and rail- 
road laborer. He managed to enter 
the University of Muenster for his 
delayed theological course, which 
was once interrupted while he re- 
newed his railroad employment to 
get more money. After his gradua- 
tion, he was appointed pastor of the 
ancient church of Dahlem. He mar- 
ried a young woman whom he had 
met when on shore leave in the 
submarine service.

lance is here broken cannot be 
observed toward the Christian 
faith and its propagation. Obvi- 
ously one cannot here await in 
watchful neutrality what will hap- 
pen, determining one’s final atti- 
tude according to the result. With 
all his wisdom, decency and piety, 
Gamaliel errs in holding the case 
of Jesus of Nazareth closed, cit- 
ing such precedents as Theudas 
and Judas. He errs in represent- 
ing the case of the Apostles as a 
new action, the outcome of which 
should not be predicted. 


Actually the Apostles preached 
the very opposite of what Gama- 
liel believed and did. They 
preached Him who was crucified 
and who rose from the dead. They 
preached that God had already 
decided their case; that no visible 
success or failure could alter the 
fact that Jesus of Nazareth cruci- 
fied was the living Lord and 
Christ of His Congregation; that 
any decision to acknowledge or 
deny Him could not be made de- 
pendent upon some future sign. 
Whoever, having heard the word 
of the Cross, failed to decide for 
this Lord, decided against Him 
even though he were unaware of 
having made any binding deci- 
sion at all. The words of Jesus 
Himself, “He who is not with 
me is against me,” preclude any 
neutrality. The message from the 
Cross places before us the alterna- 
tive: faith or disbelief, salvation 
or damnation, life or death. Thus 
all neutrality, including the 
benevolent kind, here turns to 
enmity, even though God |. may 
avail Himself of it—as everything 
must serve Him—to realize His 
will on earth. 

“A Serious Temptation.” 

Though God utilized it then (in 
the case of Gamaliel) and may 
again do so today to help His 
congregation, the counsel of 
Gamaliel, however good, honest 
and pious were its intentions, is 
a serious temptation for us Chris- 
tians. It would persuade us to 
look upon the visible, upon suc- 
cess—to base our faith somehow 
on experience. And this tempta- 
tion has more rower over us, per- 
haps, than we admit to ourselves, 
for we are all too ready to draw 
from the misery and the sorrow 
through which we must pass the 
conclusion: God is not with us, 
after all; it is not, after all, worth 
while to keep professing it; all 
is futile and in vain. 

Dear friends, let us not forget 
that God has created our salva- 


tion in the Cross of His Son; that

He administers this salvation 
to us by allowing us to hear 
and believe the message; and that 
there is nothing else in heaven or 
on earth on which we might base 
our faith. Let us remember in 
this time of special trials and 
tribulations that every effort for 
security elsewhere, every flirting 
with support of a different kind, 
has the very opposite result from 
that which we desire, leading us 
to shipwreck and founder. The 
very Cross of Jesus stands for 
death, for being forsaken by God. 
We can foresee nothing else. 


Were we to hold with Gamailiel, 
we would conclude that our 
faith is based, after all, upon 
man’s word and man’s work! But 
the Gospel says that God’s love 
triumphs and manifests itself in 
faith. Here are God’s counsel 
and God's work, and whoever be- 
lieves is rich. The sorrow of the 
congregation, the humiliation we 
bear in the presence of the cru- 
cified Man of Nazareth—these 
are indeed a painful burden bear- 
ing down upon us, and doubt 
would creep into our souls: our 
faith—is it after all only’ the 
counsel and the work of man? 
But Jesus says: “Blessed are ye 
when men shall revile you, and 
persecute you, for my sake.” Our 
faith hears these words, clings to 
their promise and grows joyful 
and confident over them. 

Really, my brothers and sisters: 
Are we joyful and confident? 


Anxiety Grows. 


We have come to know today 
that pious phrases, a little Pro- 
testant enthusiasm, and our nor- 
mal measure of healthy optimism 
serve neither us nor others. Anx- 
iety grows, and whoever has 
had to suffer the barrage of the 
tempter in these last days—I am 
thinking of how the secret po- 
lice invaded the locked Friedrich- 
werder Church last Wednesday,

ENDS AND MEANS. By Aldous Huxley. 
(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 


HOSE admirers of Aldous Hux- 
T ley who have long regarded him 

as one of the leading advocates 
of the philosophy of meaningless- 
ness, are likely to receive a shock 
when they read his latest volume, 
especially when they come to the 
chapter entitled “Beliefs” and re- 
alize that he has definitely aban- 
doned the materialistic view in 
favor of the mystic’s concept of 
man and the universe. 

Science and intellect are no long- 
er sole criterions for evaluating 
life. There is a spiritual reality, 
Huxley asserts, beyond the fron- 
tiers of the average sensual man’s 
universe “underlying and uniting 
all apparently separate existents— 
a reality with which he can merge 
himself and from which he can 
draw moral and even physical pow- 
ers which, by ordinary standards. 
can only be described as super-nor- 
mal.” An act of faith, he believes, 
is intrinsically no more difficult 
than a scientific inference concern- 
ing all phenomena from a few phe- 
nomena, 

+ . . 

“You shall realize your unity 
with all being” he gives as the fun- 
damental moral commandment for 
those who “perceive they are inter- 
related parts of physical and spir- 
itual wholes incomparably greater 
than themselves.” And meditation 
is the way to that realization. 

Huxley’s change of philosophy is 
not a complete reversal, for there 
have been traces of mysticism un- 
derlying much of his more recent 
work. But never before has he 
expounded his new viewpoint so 
concisely. He himself asserts that 
a few years ago he would not have 
postulated the question of the value 
and meaning of the world, for “I 
took it for granted there was no 
meaning.” He had, he said, mo- 
tives for not wanting it to have, 
and easily “found reasons to jus- 
tify the assumption” that it hadn’t, 

“Ends and Means” as a whole is 
concerned with the aims of man- 
kind, which the author considers by 
general agreement to be liberty, 
peace, justice, and brotherly love. 
He discusses and undertakes to 
clarify problems of social reform, 
the modern state, centralization and 
decentralization in government, 
war, education, religion, beliefs, 
ethics. All are reviewed with Hux- 
ley’s usual clarity.

It is, instead, a 
most interesting psychological self- 
study of her progress as a writer 
and of her gradual conversion, 
through Anglo-Catholicism, to the 
Roman Catholic church, of which 
she is now a member. Although, 
according to her own statement, 
the purpose of the book is primar- 
ily to tell the tale of how she be- 
came a Catholic, by far the most 
interesting parts for the ordinary 
reader are those which deal with 
the impulses which led to the writ- 
ing of her various novels and her 
frank discussions and valuations 
of her own work. After all, the 
conversion of one member of the 
Church of England to the Roman 
Catholic faith is a subject which 
is interesting to comparatively few; 
but everyone who knows the novels 
of Sheila Kaye-Smith will be eager 
to know what went into the making 
of “Rose Deeprose,” “Joanna God- 
den” and “Sussex Gorse,” and to 
learn why the Sussex background 
of her books is so inextricably a 
part of her “literary invention.”

contemporary literature were 

asked to choose from the past 
decade a dozen books distinguished 
by their power of illumination, 
“Deserts on the March,” published 
two years ago, would very likely 
be one of them. Owing to its time- 
liness, the dust storms of the West 
serving as a spectacular advertise- 
ment, the book won immediate na- 
tional attention. Vital meaning and 
beauty of expression did the rest. 

Its theme is man’s enduring rela- 
tion to the earth and to the nat- 
ural processes upon which he must 
depend for survival. Strictly scien- 
tific in approach, the treatment of 
the theme raised the discussion at 
times to luminous heights of poetic 
truth, revealing the scientist as also 
a seer. 

In “This Is Our World” Mr. Sears 
approaches the same theme from a 
different angle, and if the second 
book should seem less compelling 
than the first, familiarity with the 
author’s view, rather than any es- 
sential inferiority, may be regarded 
as a sufficient reason. 

* * * 

Here Mr. Sears discusses the same 
vital relationships with especial 
reference to what he terms the cul- 
ture pattern of human society— 
“that complex of natural and social 
forces which make man what he 
is.’ He leads the reader back 
through both historic and geologic

time by way of making clear how

realities has resulted in the doom 
of animal species and nations. And 
in the light of such vast perspec- 
tives he makes clear how any cul- 
ture pattern which has outgrown 
the fundamental realities must re- 
sult in catastrophe. Such a cul- 
ture pattern he sees in our present 
society which ignores the “dynamic 
equilibrium” whereby natural proc- 
esses achieve self-renewal and sur- 
vival is made possible. 


The ancient legend of the Titan 
Antaeus, who could not be van- 
quished so long as he kept one foot 
on the Earth, his mother, contains 
potentially the whole meaning of 
Mr. Sears’ discussion. We are deny- 
ing the very source of our lives, Mr. 
Sears believes, giving most impres- 
sive illustrations of his meaning. 
“Everywhere today,” he says, “is 
felt increasing, critical pressure of 
the modern culture pattern against 
the environmental reserves on the 
one hand, and against the individu- 
al on the other. The difficulties of 
adjustment are intensified by the 
very complexity of the pattern, and 
by the inability of one who is 
within it to view it in any terms 
save those which it has afforded 
him.” 

Perhaps the chief value of Mr. 
Sears’ two books lies in the fact 
that they present our social prob- 
lems in a universal light, undimmed 
by partisan passions and doctrinaire 
prejudices. In the long perspec- 
tive that he gives, it may be seen 
that we are all in the same boat re- 
gardless of class distinctions.

For these 25 vignettes are in 
spirit completely of the last century, 
even though the people in them 
may chat of Freud and of the Five-

Country homes, dinner parties, 
voyages, titles weave a pattern 
against which Maurois isolates one 
small facet of character, one 
curious example of infidelity, one 
glimpse of the supernatural, one 
touching recollection. These are 
the stories. To criticise them as 
unreal, as having no relation to 
present-day society, would be not. 
only unfair—it would be stupid. 


The style, clipped and impersonal, 
serves well as a vehicle for’ the 
varying moods which animate the 
sketches, ranging from the compas- 
sionate to the sardonic, from the 
scornful to the awe-stricken. Read- 
ers of Maurois need not be remind- 
ed of the economy with which he 
creates situation and describes in- 
cident. Well-turned, polished, the 
pieces may well survive as end- 
examples of the great French school

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Industrial 
activity slipped this week for the 
tenth consecutive period, dropping 
to the lowest level since April, 1936. 
The Associ..:ed Press seasonally ad- 
justed index pointed to 83.9 per cent 
of the 1929-30 average from 87.7 a 
week ago and compared with 98 
last year. The latest figure was 23 
per cent under the year’s peak. 
Four of the six major classifica- 
tions chalked up new lows for the 
year or longer—steel mill activity, 
cotton manufacturing, electric pow- 
er output and railroad freight car 
loadings. 
A dearth of new orders continued 
to force a throttling of steel ingot 
flow. Railroads and automobiles, 
two of the industry’s biggest cus- 
tomers, stood on the sidelines await- 
ing clarification of the business pic- 
ture. Steel operations were about 
half last year’s rate. 
Although the movement of farm 
products held well above the 1936 
level as a result of bumper crops, 
shipments of industrial freight were 
almost 100,000 cars behind last yeac. 
The flow of electric power re- 
flected slower turnover of industrial 
machinery in the nation’s factories. 

Automobile assemblies were up 
less than seasonally expected.

outflow of foreign balances from 
this country, attributed to uneasi- 
ness regarding the American busi- 
ness outlook. 

The Holland guilder gained rapid- 
ly against the dollar, while the 
French franc, the British pound 
and belga also advanced. It was 
said Amsterdam was withdrawing 
funds. 

Later there was a reversal of 
sentiment and the dollar improved. 
Traders stated renewed confidence 
in the dollar arose partly from ef- 
forts of the special session of Con- 
gress to aid business and partly 
as the result of a neutral rebound 
from weakness. Sterling was at an 
abnormally high rate in relation 
to the dollar, dealers said. 

Although the price of gold in 
London continued at a premium, it 
was reported there was less evi- 
dence of hoarding. Foreign ex- 
change circles, as the week drew to 
a close, pointed out there had been 
a definite slowing up in the with- 
drawal of funds. 

There were no gold engagements 
during the week.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Com- 
modity prices continued to slide 
this week, going to the lowest level 
since June, 1936. The Associated 


Press weighted index of 35 impor- 
tant staple quotations dropped to 
76.78 per cent of the 1926 average 
from 78.84 a week ago and com- 
pared with 84.53 last year. 

From the high point on April 5 
—when the index almost equaled 
the 1926 average—the measure has 
dropped 22 per cent. The current 
slump has been, percentage-wise, 
one of the widest chalked up since 
the 1919-20 inventory rise collapsed. 

The widest break occurred in 
livestock, hogs, cattle and lambs 
all falling heavily. Hog prices were 
slashed about $1 per hundredweight 
to $8.20. The Department of Agri- 
culture stated recently that, as a 
result of favorable breeding condi- 
tions in the past several months, 
large shipments from farms to 
markets were to be expected. 

Other farm products also were 
under pressure, corn, wheat, oats, 
rye and cotton all dipping on stead- 
ily mounting estimates of final har- 
vests this season. 


Industrial staples were almost 


| 


unanimously lower. Textiles touched 
the lowest in more than three years 
as cotton cloth, silk and wool 
eased. Substantial inventories and 
lower raw material prices were cit- 
ed as reasons for weakness. 

Faltering industrial activity found 
the metals giving ground—stee] 
scrap, tin, lead and antimony— 
along with rubber, bituminous coal 
and burlap. Turpentine alone man- 
aged to withstand the downward 
pressure, 

Although a majority of items en- 
tering the market basket advanced 
against the trend, a sharp break in 
heavily weighted lard left the index 
unchanged on the week. Cocoa also 
slipped fractionally, while eggs, su- 
gar, flour and butter picked up.

DRIVE PLANTS AWAY) 


A: J. Davis Asserts Certain 
Unions Cause Shift From 
City to Small Towns. 


The tactics of certain unions have 


_been responsible for the trend of 


industry to move manufacturing 
plants from Sst. Louis to small 
towns, A. J. Davis, president of the 
Industrial Association of St. Louis, 
declared in a statement yesterday. 

He said he spoke in reply to Max 
Michelson, local representative of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
of America, a CIO affiliate, who 
declared in a speech before the re- 
cent convention of the shoe work- 
ers’ union that most firms move to 
outlying communities to find a 
source of cheap labor. 

The Industrial Association joins 
Michelson and other labor leaders 
in deploring the tendency to move 
to smaller centers, Davis said, but 
is convinced that “lack of responsi- 
bility, violence and insincere tactics 
of certain unions in their control of 
strikes” have produced the situa- 


tion. 

“Industry recognizes its obliga- 
tions to its own employes, but it 
will never condone the practices 
ond have been fostered by some 
professional labor leaders recently,” 
Davis said. “Industry believes that 
guch agitators are using a two- 
pronged fork, which injures both 
weaae oe t and employes. 

“Out of the experience of the de- 
pression grew a naturally close 
sdcestinding between employers 
and employes, but the spectacle of

In explanation of why such a hoax (if 
it was a hoax) was perpetrated, Mrs. Tor- 
torice asserted that it had to be resorted to 
if she were to satisfy her maternal instincts 
and yet keep from having trouble with her 
husband's three maiden sisters. 

“I just got married so I could have chil- 
Mrs. Tortorice added, “so when I 
couldn't, I decided to adopt some. Mr. Bales 
was enthusiastic about the idea.

They were 
bitter foes but there was a mutual under- 
standing that the boys were to be shielded 
from the stigma that might be attached to 
them if their history became public prop- 
erty. 

At last Bales had his lawyer change tac- 
tics and start the action to gain possession 
of the boys through habeas corpus proceed- 
ings in the county court. It wasn't long 
after this that Mrs. Tortorice revealed what 
she said were the true facts in the case and 
said, by way of explanation, that: “My for- 
mer husband is not hurting me. He is hurt- . 
ing the boys. I have kept the secret be- 
cause I did not want to hurt them. Now 
I see it is no longer any use.” 

The bewilderment of friends of both par- 
ties in the case was increased shortly after 
this by the statements of two women who 
both should know the facts and yet con- 
tradicted each other. 

Mrs. A. B. Jones, superintendent of the 
Haddon Hospital, insisted the babies were 
not born there, asserting the “mother” 
merely spent a few days in the hospital 
with them. But Mrs. Laura Scharding, a 
neighbor of Mrs. Tortorice before the 
“births,” declared that Mrs. Tortorice had 
given every evidence of approaching 
motherhood before she entered the hos. 
pital. 

“The records are gone,” Mrs. Jones said. 
“but I can remember everything that hap- 
pened in this hospital since 190]. The 
babies were brought here from Phila- 
delphia. Dr. J. Leonard Smith performed 
a minor operation on them. Mrs. Tortorice

sisters of nearby Lowell, was working at 
the base of the sandbank with three other 
Lowell youths, Alfred Gendron, Arthur Becht, 
and Arthur Alcott. They were shoveling 
up sand to rebuild a cranberry bog nearby. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon, the sand- 
bank gave way with a low swish, engulf- 
ing all four young men. Gendron and Becht 
were at the edge of the slide and managed 
to wriggle out. But Alcott and Camacho 
were caught deep in the sand and couldn't 
move. Gendron ran to a farm house a half 
mile away for assistance and Becht tried 
to help the others. 

Policemen and firemen came from Chelms- 
ford and another nearby town, Billerica. 
But as fast as the rescuers shoveled away 
the sand more kept sliding down the steep 
bank. They worked feverishly and after 
an hour were able to grab Alcott’s arms 
and yank him from the pile. But the dis- 
turbance caused by pulling Alcott to safety 
almost caused Camacho’s doom. There was 
another slide and three feet of sand piled 
up completely over the imprisoned youth. 

Aided now by volunteers who used 
their bare hands to scrape away the sand, 
the policemen and firemen dug enough 
away to give Camacho air. Then they 
tied a rope under his arms and at- 
tempted to drag him out. But the jeast 
tug resulted in more slides. 

After Camacho had been in the sand two 
hours, a former miner, Tony Sousa, came 
to help the workers. He realized at once 
that some sort of barrier was needed to 
prevent another slide from engulfing and 
suffocating the prisoner. 

He drove planks deep into the sand be- 
tween the youth and the bank. Against 
them, he leaned an old door and some 
planks which were found in the vicinity, 
forming a crude roof over Camacho’s head. 
Unless there was a violent slide of sand, 
he was safe for the time being. 

Meanwhile word had spread of the fight 
being waged for the young man’s life, and 
several thousand townspeople and farmers

uel on the sides, hundreds of tons of sand 


hung ominously overhead, threatening 1 
fall. So a stronger and higher breastwork had 
to be built between him and the sand cliff. 

Two feet beyond him, between him and 
the cliff, piles were laid deep into the 
sand slope at the foot of the cliff, and were 
fastened at right angles to the side walls. 
Relays of workers swung sledge hammers 
tentatively, but accurately. 

As the hours crept by, the priest and 
physician crawled in to Camacho occasion 
ally to cheer him. The doctor gave him 
a sandwich, more brandy, and lit two o 
three cigarettes for him. But he found that

About 3:30 a. m. the breastwork in back 
of Manuel was completed.

‘The romance died with the birth of its 
offspring, under pressure from the Em- 
peror. But Franz Ferdinand did not totally 
desert Leopoldine in her predicament. He 
sent money for support of the child, and, 10 
years later, acknowledged in a legal docu- 
ment his fathership of young F. F. Kurt 
Hahn, stating that he had paid 3000 guiden 
to the mother in return for which she gave 
up all further claims. 


EANWHILE, in 1896, Archduke 
M Franz Ferdinand began a romance 

with another Bohemian girl, Sophie 
Chotek. She was of noble birth, but not of 
royal rank, and the embittered Franz Joseph 
fought their marriage. But the Archduke 
stood his ground tenaciously through sev- 
eral years of quarreling, and finally effected 
a morganatic marriage with Sophie in the 
teeth of snubbery at the court and the curse 
of Franz Joseph. To do this, Franz Ferdi- 
nand had to agree to forego for his wife 
and their children all rights to the throne 
and to royal titles. Later the Emperor re- 
lented enough to bestow on her the title of 
Countess von Hohenberg. 

Perhaps it was because of the injustice 
done him by the Emperor that Franz Ferdi- 
nand’s own attitude towards his illegitimate 
son softened. Anyway, in 1902, he ap-

peared in the District Court at Prague and 
took oath before a public notary that he 
was the father of Kurt Hahn, then 13 years

old. He agreed to pay Leopoidine a small 
pension for the rest of her life and to pro- 
vide for the rearing and education of the 
child of their romance. 

Kurt Hahn attended schools in Prague and 
Vienna, studied engineering, and got his de- 
gree early in 1914, when he was 24. 

His father, Franz Ferdinand, was assassin- 
ated at Sarajevo June 28 that year. The 
shots fired by the Serbian Nationalist stu- 
dent, Gavrilo Princip, resounded throughout 
the civilized world. Serbia had to reject 
Austria's purposely impossible demands, 
and the nations of Europe girded for war. 
The masses of troops mobilized on the fron- 
tiers were hurled at each other's throats 
by the explosion that fateful August, and 
among them, inconspicuous in a world of 
uniforms, was the son of the murdered Arch- 
duke, commoner Kurt Hahn 

Kurt entered the Austrian army as a sec- 
ond lieutenant with an artillery regiment. 
He distinguished himself in action, was cited 
for bravery. Then he was made a captain, 
was wounded, and was decorated with the 
war cross. Finally he contracted in the 
water-soaked trenches a rheumatic ailment 
that was to become more serious as the 
years wore on. 

Meanwhile, in 1916, old Franz Joseph 
went to his death after a reign of 68 years, 


during which his brother Maximilian fell be- 
fore a firing squad in Mexico, his only son 
committed suicide, his estranged wife and 
his nephew were assassinated, nationalistic 
revolts were stamped out in blood, and his 
country was defeated by the French and the 
Prussians. His successor, Charles I, resigned 
control of the State during November, 


1918. 


T* empire was broken into bits by 
the Treaty of Versailles and the Aus- 
trian National Assembly stripped the 
family of its property and banished those 
members who refused to renounce all rights 
but those of citizenship. The Hapsburg pow- 
er was snuffed, although Prince Otto, 
Charles’ son, continues to hover hftngrily in 
Western Europe awaiting a call back to the 
throne at a propitious moment. The various 
branches of the family had little left of their 
former tremendous wealth. 

But Kurt Hahn and his mother still in- 
sisted that the family had a royal duty to- 
wards them. After the war, the senior 
Hapsburg family agreed to continue Leopol- 
dine on her small lifetime pension. To Kurt 
was given a lump sum of $10,000 on condi- 
tion that he give up all further claims and 
emigrate to America to start life over. 

Kurt agreed. With a Czech passport—

several years he began to suffer 

severely from rheumatism. By 1931, 
the ailment attacked his legs so violently 
that he was hardly able to use them. His 
money was eaten up by his illness, and he 
and his wife decided to return to Austria 
and demand support from the Hapsburgs. 

After Archduke Franz Ferdinand’s assas- 
sination, his entire estate had gone to his 
legitimate son, Duke Maximilian von Hohen- 
berg. On arriving in Vienna, Hahn asked 
the Duke, his half brother, to provide for 
him, and threatened action in the courts 
if he were refused. 

The Duke took the position that Hahn had 
already got his cake with the $10,000 settle- 
ment, and had no further claim. But Hahn 
asserted the Duke legally had to care for 
him, because he was unable to work, and 
under Austrian law, a person with means 
must support his impoverished close rela- 
tives, instead of throwing them on public 
relief. 

So in 1933, Hahn sued the Duke, asking 
for a monthly pension of 320 shillings, about 
$60, enough for a couple to live on in com- 
fort in Austria. After the litigation dragged 
on for a year, the court ordered the Duke to 
pay Hahn 160 shillings a month. Hahn com- 
plained it wasn't enough, and had his law- 
yer bring another suit for 1000 shillings a 
month. This was tried last March in Vienna, 
and the court ordered the Duke to raise the 
monthly allowance to 320 shillings. Hahn 
was happy. but the Duke set up a terrific 
legal howl, and the Vienna Court of Ap- 
peals reduced the settlement to 250 shil- 
lings a month last August. 

And now Kurt Hahn has added the crown- 
ing touch to his fight for a better place in 
the world. A recent Czech law provides 
that illegitimate children have the right to 
demand legalization of their name, once 
their fatherhood is established. 

Armed with this, Kurt recently petitioned 
the International Court at Hague, Holland, 
for the right to the title “Archduke von Haps- 
burg.” The Court has jursidiction under the 
peace settlement. 

If he gets the title, who knows? Rival 
cliques to that around Archduke Otto have 
cast about before for rival claimants to the 
throne. Perhaps Kurt Hahn may yet make 
a mark in history.

F STOCKY little General Maurice Gamelin couldn't pound 

his way through the Maginot line in the sham war of 1934, 

then nobody could. At least that is the way French mili- 

tary officials still feel about the campaign. The general, 

then 62, played the part of a German commander leading a 
superior force of invaders through the hills and woodlands of France. 
He made full use of his artillery in the theoretical fighting but failed 
miserably against the steel and concrete line so near the Rhine. 
All France was delighted that the extraordinary system of fortifica- 
tion, replete with gas defense, electric power, water, light, tele- 
phones, radio, and fire control, had resisted the “invasion” success- 
fully. Shortly after this campaign, Gamelin, the chubby dandy with 
the microscopic mustache, took command of the French army. 

Even in time of peace he may shape France's military organi- 
zation to meet any emergency. Troops, army staffs, schools, curric- 
ulum and organization are all subordinate to Gamelin. 

A German newspaper, commenting on his appointment and the 
increased authority going with it, said: “The new chief of staff 
knows that military principles in France are in a state of flux and 
therefore he does not cling to any fixed ideas. He is one of those 
leaders who are capable of developing new, more profound the- 
ories on the basis of experience. Not without purpose does he read 
books on philosophy, Bergon’s works having been his favorite read- 
ing at one time. There is nothing rigid or doctrinaire about him. He 
believes in “creative development,’ which in the continually changing 
theories of strategy, ultimately expresses the character of the nation. 
Therefore, one should not say that the emergence of this man at the 
head of the French army means that the mobile strategy of Foch 
and Weygand has been superseded... . Weygand is one of those 
Frenchmen who have not been able to distinguish between the 
greatness of the victory and the moral and spiritual despair that 
followed in France. That is what has made his attitude toward 
Germany so dictatorial. Gamelin, on the other hand, emerged from 
this conflict, which laid its mark on every Frenchman of the war 
generation, into the clear sphere of pure soldiery.” 

Patient and rather colorless, Gamelin is regarded as lacking in 
personal magnetism. However, he saw plenty of fighting in the 
World War, when he was on Marshal Joffre’s staff, and in French

UTSIDE of service circles, the name of Field Marshal Sir 
Cyril John Deverell is almost unknown. Yet, at 63, he is 
one of Britain's great war leaders. Sir Cyril is notably 
slose-mouthed. Not once did he appear openly in the British- 
Fascist-Belgium military staff conferences of last year, dur- 
ing which matters of high moment to the future course of peace in 
Europe were discussed. 

Only a few weeks before the conference Sir Cyril had been ap- 
pointed chief of the imperial general staff in succession to Field 
Marshal Sir Archibald Armar Montgomery-Massingberg. This was 
the culmination of a career extending through half a dozen wars and 
marked by many citations for bravery on the field of battle all the 
way from India to the shell-pitted battlegrounds of France. 

Nine times the dispatches of the World War mentioned the name 
of General Deverell for distinguished service.. He was awarded the 
Croix de Guerre with palm and the Legion of Honor. Grateful 
Britain made him also a Knight Commander of the Order of the Bath, 
and a Knight of the British Empire. Sir Cyril, the typical handsome 
British army officer, wears his honors well. He stands well over six 
feet in height and is robust as an ox. 

Born to the military tradition, the son of Major J. B. S. Deverell, 
he entered the army as a second lieutenant in 1895 with the West 
Yorkshire regiment after his matriculation at the Bedford School. He 
was made an Adjutant in 1904 and a Major in India four years later. 
Already a seasoned veteran of the frontier fights he was pro- 
moted to the general staff and when the World War broke out he 
was sent to France with the British Expeditionary Force. 

His war record was extraordinary and he made rapid upward 
strides. He commanded a regiment, then a brigade, then a division 
and when the war ended he was stationed with the army of occu- 
pation on the Rhine. During this time he advanced through Major, 
Lieutenant-Colonel, Colonel and Major-General, the last for con- 
spicuous gallantry. 

He was given the command of the United Provinces District in 
India from 1921 to 1925 and made Quartermaster-General unti] 1930 
when he was appointed Chief of the General Staff. He was pro- 
moted to Commander-in-Chief of the Eastern command and aid-de- 
camp to the King in 1934. This preceded his selection for the 
Field Marshal's baton.

RUSSIAN, 


ESPITE his firm. convictions as a revolutionist, Vassily 

Blucher was one of the first to enlist in the summer of 1914 

to fight for Russia on the Austro-Hungarian front. His 

close companions were rather dubious; he was sure to get 

in trouble with the officers. Instead, he was made an 
officer. Promotion came rapidly. Then he fell, seriously wounded. 
He was told that he was a good soldier, but his fighting days were 
over. There was a job he could have in a factory. So he went back 
to his career as a laborer and to his study of the writings of Marx, 
Engels and Lenin. After his second arrest in 1916 he joined the 
Bolshevist party. 

Born of a poor family 48 years ago, Blucher after little school- 
ing spent some time agitating for social reform. 

He was well prepared when he was selected, after the 
February revolution of 1917, to carry on propaganda work in the 
army. After the October revolution, ‘which found him in Samara, he 
was recognized with membership in the committee of general safe- 
ty, a political police organization which preceded the Cheka. 

Later he marched into Siberia and played a major part in the 
defeat of Kolchak, the White leader. Without even a breathing 
spell, his army was rushed south to the Crimea where it met 
Wrangel’s army of 300,000 men. Blucher defeated the White gen- 
eral at Kakhovka and then at Perekop. He received a decoration 
for each of these major victories. At the conclusion of the civil war, 
Blucher was sent to rout the Japanese interventionists out of Kha- 
barovsk, Vladivostok and Spassk. 

He next was sent to aid the Chinese Nationalists, but this assign- 
ment ended in disaster when the Chinese broke with the Russians 
and Blucher had to flee for his life. During the Manchurian crisis 
of 1929-30, he was in charge along the Soviet-Manchurian frontier 
and succeeded in getting the Chinese Eastern Railroad returned to 
Russia and China under the Khabarvosk protocol. 

He now commands the Soviet Far Eastern Army which is said 
to be able to wage war for a year without aid from European 
Russia. It has been reported that he has directed the Chinese 
against the Japanese by long distance telephone. 

Rough talking, rough fighting, he delights in proving himself a 
master of invective by denouncing “the imperialistic rascals treading 
on our socialistic soil with their dirty feet.” 


’ Field Marshal 
Siz John Deverell 
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GERMAN. 


UDGING from what he has accomplished in transforming 
the German army from a small force of 100,000 men to a 
mighty machine of 700,000 and from his reputation as a 
master of strategy, General Werner von Blombefg, Hitler's 
Minister of War, is one of the foremost military men in the 
world today. A slim six-footer with sharp features, stern expres- 
sion, stiff figure and cold temperament, this World War veteran of 
58 could be mistaken for a schoolmaster. His success is said to be 
due to two things: First and foremost, he is not so young as to 
heed tradition too little nor so old as to heed it too much; second, 
he was the first regular army officer to take Adolf Hitler seriously. 

The son of-an army officer, he was born in a small town in 
Pomerania, famous as the home of so many of the epauletted 
goose steppers who thrilled Kaiser Wilhelm before he fled to Hol- 
land. He was a lieutenant at 18 and a captain in 1914 before 
Sarajevo got in the headlines. His ability as an organizer had won 
him a division staff post. In a few months he had risen to a corps 
staff and by 1917 he was on the staff of the Seventh Army. He 
could have remained a safe distance behind the front lines at all 
times. Instead, he went into the front lines at every possible op- 
portunity. General von Reinhardt, grizzled old general who took a 
liking to young» Von Blomberg, once told him to “see personally 
that this order is carried out.” The opportunity was such a good 
one that he fell wounded near the Allies’ trenches. 

By 1925 he was a colonel. 

Von Blomberg played a leading role behind the scenes in the 
bloody Nazi purge of June, 1934. He was not only among the 
regular army men opposed to Roehm’s scheme to force the army to 
take in the Brown Shirts, but he was in the front rank of those who 
confronted Hitler and made the dictator turn against Roehm. 

The War Minister's military creed, expressed in his book, “The 
Waging of Modern War and the Idea of Annihilating the Enemy,” 
may be summed up as follows: A long conflict is to be avoided. 
Instant domination of the foe must be achieved by putting over- 
whelming force into the first blow. The effect of surprise must be so 
paralyzing as to prevent the opponent from even organizing a de. 
fense. Military surpemacy must be ensured and remain aloof to all 
Only one thing may delay the stroke—the risk, or

But even 

on ordinary days one often sees traffic 

held up by bands of youngsters march- 

ing in military formation, trying to 

imitate the goose step of their elders- 
in-uniform. 

Members of the Hitler Jugend—the 
Hitler youth—and the organization for 
girls, the ““B. D. M.” or Bund Deutscher 
Maedel, range from six years of age to 
16. Some of the little fellows of kinder- 
garten age are quite cute as they scur- 
ry after the others, trying to keep up. 
The boys wear blue ski suits in 
winter and hrown shirts and shorts in 


summer, and the girls have blue jersey . 


skirts, white middies and brown leather 
jackets. They march surprisingly well. 
They still have the inherent German 
love of singing. and often burst into 
song as they swing along. They sing 
the old lusty marching songs and tra- 
ditional ballads, but with a military 
precision, and occasionally they chant 
the organization’s own song. 

Often, too, one sees the khaki-clad 
Arbeitsdienst, members of the compul- 
sory labor group, marching through a 
town or village with spades over their 
shoulders. They are boys of 16 or 17 
who are being hardened by manual! la- 
bor before doing the mandatory two- 
year stretch in the army. 


HESE are some of the outward 

evidences of the thorough drill- 

ing German youth is undergo- 
ing so that it may be poured as Spar- 
tan steel into the Nazi mold. The prop- 
aganda they are given starts in the 
picture books of the primary grades 
and continues through preparatory 
school, with a strong accent on anti- 
Semitism. 

In the primers and picture books, 
there are still bits of ancient folk lore, 
abbreviated versions of the fairy tales 
of the Brothers Grimm and Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen, and those simple folk 
songs by Schubert, Schumann and Mo- 
zart with verses by Goethe, Schiller 
and Heine.

nich show—-but they have the subtlety 
of a pile driver. To the average Amer- 
ican they seem ridiculous and naive. 

Jewish men are all caricatured as 
pot bellied, hairy individuals, obviously 
prosperous, with hairy dark faces, 
thick lips and hooked noses. Some- 
times they are arrogant, sometimes 
they look like thugs, but always 
they look evil, in line with the opening 
gun of the book, “The father of the 
Jews is the Devil.” 

One picture shows one of them, in a 
top hat, leeringly offering a string of 
jewels to a flaxen-haired Nordic maid, 
who is turning away in obvious dis- 
taste, while little blond children stand 
aghast and a Jewish boy smirks in the 
background. All true “Aryans” are 
represented in German propaganda pic- 
tures as blond, and Jews as black- 
haired, although most Bavarians have 
black hair, as Hitler himself has. 

Another illustration shows a Jew 
smoking a fat cigar, ordering a poor 
old man and a barefoot little girl away 
from his door. In another, a Jew is 
shown as a glutton. A picture on 
“why German children do not patron- 
ize Jewish stores,” shows a cat eating 
some of the meats displayed by a Jew- 
ish butcher, a gross, bloody cigar-emok- 
ing fellow. “The eternal Jew” is 
delineated as a snarling man with 
wild unkempt hair and beard, carrying 
sacks on his back. The legend with 
it shows how the Nazis have replaced 
the big, bad wolf fable. “The Jew 
will get you if you don’t keep your 
eyes open,” it proclaims. 

By way of contrast, an illustration 
shows Streicher himself, kindly and 
keen-eyed, in Nazi uniform receiving 
flowers from some happy blond chil- 
dren. 

The narrative, of course, is one in 
which villification of Jews is inter- 
spersed with praise of the Aryan Ger- 
mans, particularly the publisher him- 
self. In verse that scarcely rises above 
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doggerel, it tells how well-brought-up 
German children must have nothing to 
do with Jews, must take pains to insult 
them, and must not ask their mothers to 
buy toys from Jewish stores; it has a 
chapter on how Jews may be identified 
by their names, and several ascribing 
evil characteristics to them. It all ends 
with the familiar legend, “The Jews are 
our misfortune.” 


ERY frankly, the Nazis admit 

\ that physical training of youths 

is chiefly designed to make 
them good soldiers. The official hand- 
book of’ the Reich Youth Directorate 
called, “Hitler Youth in Service,” opens 
this way: 

“Hitler-boy! 

“Physical culture isn't merely de- 
signed to prepare you for future mili- 
tary usefulness. It is also basic to the 
National-Socialist world outlook. .. .” 

More than 50 pages of the manual 
are devoted to drill, marksmanship, the 
care of rifles, and military strategy. 
Firing over sandbags is particularly 
emphasized. 


The 100-page chapter on “Country | 


Sports,” opens: | 
“The crowning aim of physical train- 
ing for Hitler youth is outdoor sport. 


Here the Hitler-boy must learn to be. 


master of the country. Outdoor sports 
offer Hitler-boys the opportunity to be- 
come familiar with the countryside and 
prepare themselves for their later du- 
ties as soldiers.” 

The games described are designed to 
produce first-rate fighting men capable 
of making the most of cover, protecting 
themselves in open country, and dis- 
covering the weakness of enemy posi- 
tions. They provide primary training 
for officers by using map making and 
reading, communications and similar 
fundamentals of strategy as their basis. 

This martial spirit runs through Dr.
